SARATOGA SPRINGS, N. Y., Oct. 
8.—At 4:30 o’clock this afternoon a 
party of General Burgoyne’s’ red- 
skins, well camoufleged -against the 
crimson maples ‘and sumach, ‘began 
. to wriggle through a‘dense wood .on 
the north side of the great ravine. 

In their war paint they could not 
be detected against the blazing Au- 
tumnal landscape until they crawled 
out into the open, where their: black 
hair, done in two pigtails, and their 
gaudy torsos became conspicuous 
against the dead grass. - 

Colonial scouts behind trees and 
zigzag rail fences spotted the creep- 
ing savages and started back ta the 
American’ headquarters with the 
news. 

Suddenly the Indians raced down 
the deep ravine and up its south 
side, and’ the 1927 re-enactment of 
the Battle of Saratoga’ was on. It 
was fought with blank cartridges to- 
day over the traces of the old en- 
trenchments where it was fought 
with flint-locks and brass twelve- 
pounders 150 yéars:ago.

Pageant Inaugurates Park. 

The battle was the climax of a 
pagéant’ in) which ‘6,200 ‘persons en- 
acted. scenes of the Burgovne 'cam- 
paign. Part of the battlefield was 
formally dedicated’ to ‘the ‘State of 
New York as a park, and Governor 
Smith pledged himself.in favor of the 
acquisition of a> vastly greater area 
which was coveted by the rapidly 
moving battle lines at Saratoga, 
where the British were. driven in 
from position to ‘position. until at 
night they werein full retreat. 

Representatives of forty-eight States 
and of the allied nations and the en- 
emy nations of America in the Revo- 
lutionary War participated in the 
ceremonies which consecrated the 
place as a public recreation ground 
and as a memorial to the’ heroes of 
the Revolution. 

The battle had opened noiselessly 
with the contact of Burgoyne’s In- 
dians and the American scouts, but 
it was soon raging violently. over the 
huge natural stage.and thrilling the 
100,000 spectators. 

Burgoyne’s Canadians joined the 
Indians in a skirmish line and the 
Colonial advance: guards fell back.

Chicago’ Murderer | Was Sen- 
tenced to Die Five Times, 
but Escaped Noose. 











WAS ONCE HELD INSANE 


Prisoner Is. Found by Guard 
Suspended From Cell Door 
by His Own Beit.

CHICAGO; Oct. 8.—Russell Scott, 
five times. sentenced: to die, and as 
many times escaping the gallows, be- 
came his own executioner’ tonight 
and hanged himself in his cell at 
the. county jail, thus: ending one. of 
the -most noted ‘criminal cases in 
the history, of Cook County. 

Scott’s body was discovered by jail 
employes apparently a -few -minutes 
after he had died of strangulation. 
He had used his belt as a noose: The 
“gm was first seen by Otto Schuler, 

guard Scott had tied one end of 
nis belt. to the bars of his cell; the 
other around his neck, and had then, 
apparently, leaped off his cot. 2" ~ 


Scott on his bed about a half hour 
earlier. 

Scott was visited today by his wife, 
who has, during his long term in 
¢confifiemient, ‘been active im raising 
funds for his defense. 

“They talked in- the visitors’ 
rooms,’’ said Warden Fogarty, ‘‘but 
I don’t know what. about.’’ 

After his. wife lJeft Scott seemed 
despondent, but, there was no indica- 
tion that he intended to kill himself. 

A search of the cell was. made for 
notes to explain: his. reason for self- 
destruction; but the jail attachés an- 
nounced that: none was.found. Physi- 
cians were called to make a _ post- 
mortem examination, following which 
the body was taken by the police to 
an undertaking establishment. 

The suicide came .at a time when 
Scott was nearing a’new decision on 
whether he should. be executed, .or

Many Carried From Wreckage. 
Five youngsters who had been 
playing in the yard between the rear 
and front tenements when the ex- 
plosion cameé were carried to the 
atreet.. A young girl, with her 3- 
year-old sister clinging to her, was 
lifted from “a ‘fire escape ahd ‘car- 
ried out of the choking dust to the 
sidewalk.

Forty nurses, together with a 
score of members of the Episcopal 
order of sisters who conduct the in- 
stitution, were on duty when the roar 
of the explosion sounded through the 
hospital. A sister sitting at a desk 
facing a window overlooking the 
ruined building said that she had 
heard a dull, rumbling sound, saw 
the building, ‘with cracks of daylight 
in it where it was parting, rise up 
and then settle down to a heap, 
which twisted as it settled.

STREET DEPARTMENT 
ASSAILED BY BANHAM 


Trade Board Head Finds City 
Cleaning Badly Done and 
Wants to Know Reason. 


“What has become of our Street 
Cleaning Department?’’ 

This question is asked by W. J. L. 
Banham, President of the New York 
Board of Trade and Transportation, 
in an open letter made public yester- 
day. 

‘‘Why has it ceased to function and 
why are some of our streets in their 
present deplorable condition? Ex- 
cuses are offered which fail to ex- 
plain,’’ Mr. Banham says. 

“Accumualtion of dirt and filth is 
not a question of a day. From the 
present indications it would seem 
that some of our streets have ‘not 
been cleaied during the present City 
Administration. 

“A number of our north and 
southbound streets are torn up on 
account c. - subway construction, 
which relieves the Street Cleaning 
Department from the necessity of 
cleaning up. such streets and ave- 
nues. rosstown streets on ime west 
side are not so affected, but why the 
Street Cleaning Department fails to 
function on these streets is a mat- 
ter that will have to be answered by 
the Cit ape caarca dah aes within the 
near fu 

‘Very littie attempt is made by the 
Street. Cleaning Department to. col- 
lect and: remove rubbish and other 
débris from the’ streets and they|A 
geem to function a in connec- 
tion with the water pe hers ts. With 
the aid of two or three employes of 
the Street Cleaning Department and 
high pressure hose, they proceed to 
turn the dust on the streets into mud 
which is a source of annoyance to 
the pedestrians as well as to the 
vehicular traffic.

While the two prisoners were 
spending the day in the sandstone 
jail, investigators continued to gather 
evidence for presentation at the joint 
trial of the couple, which it is now 
believed, may begin about the end of 
the month. 


Innocent, Beach Says. 


Beach began the conversation by 
asserting his innocence. 
“At the time of the murder I was 


not within twenty-two miles of the 
scene,’’ he said. ‘‘I didn’t leave my 
home until°12:20 o’clock that after- 
noon. I’m perfectly innocent, as the 
trial will show.’’ 

“Where did you hide?’ he was 
asked. 

“T left my home about 7:15 o’clock 
on the morning they came for me 
and I went to Atlantic City, where 
I waited until noon. I went to see 
my lawyer. I didn’t see him, so I 
decided to go back to Hammonton 
to the State Police. I had lunch in 
Pleasantville, and when I got to 
Mays Landing the yume on my car 
was leaking, so went to my 
brother Roy’s garage and had it 
fixed.

LAMONT GIVES JAPAN ADVICE 


Must Improve Industrial Methods 
and Offer’ Good Securities, He Says. 


TOKIO, Oct. 8 (@).—Thomas ‘W. 
Lamont, whose visit here with Jere- 
miah Smith Jr., the financial expert, 
is the subject of much speculation in 
Japan, spoke today at a dinner of 
the America-Japan Society, discuss- 
ing the problem of Japanese loans. 

Mr. Lamont said that although the 
firm of J. P. Morgan & Co. was al- 
ways ready to do its best to facili- 
tate the flotation of Japanese loans 
in the American market, Japan, if 
she wished to raise money in America, 
must first adopt modern and more 
effective industrial methods to im- 
prove her industries and, second, 
must offer attractive securities. 

With regard to the latter, which he 
said was absolutely necessary, 
Lamont emphasized the assertion 
that a security which would be wel- 
come to a British investor was not 
always welcome to an American. 


Both Mr. Lamont and Mr. Smith, 
upon their arrival in Tokio on Oct. 
3, said that their visit was not. con- 
cerned with financial business, but 
was in response to private invita- 
tions from business and banking 
friends. It was generally under- 
stood, however, that they would take 
bast) opportunity to look over Japan’s 
financial situation pecan soca y.

The part that ‘‘Morgan’s Men,”’’ 
that famous regiment..of hunters and 
frontiersmen raised by: Colonel Dan- 
ie] Morgan, whose: slogan: was: ‘‘Lib- 
erty or Death,’’ played in the battle 
of Saratoga is described this month 
by Michael: J.’ O’Brien, ‘historiogra- 
pher of: the American: Irish His- 
torical Society, who points out. that

To one of them, Rifleman Timothy 
Murphy, he gives the credit of firing

Expedients to Limit Undergraduate

UTAH PLANS TO OPEN 
NEW GAME REFUGES 


They Will Be Small, as Present 
Large Preserves Have Not 
Proved Satisfactory. 





Special to The New York Times. 
SALT LAKE CITY, Oct. 8.—The 
first’ meeting of the State Game 
Refuge Commission, composed _ of 
representatives of the State Fish and 
Game Department, the National For- 
est’ Service, the State’“Parks Com- 
mission, various organizations of live 
stock men, and county officials, re- 
sulted in a decision to make a survey 
of the State with a view to estab- 
lisBing several comparatively small 
refuges. At present Utah has thir- 
teen refuges, some of which run into 
the hundreds of thousands of acres 
of forest and public lands, as well as 
of lands privately owned. 

These have not been entirely satis- 
factory for various reasons. Diffi- 
culties in policing them are at times 
important. Game tends to congre- 
gate in large: herds, rather than to 
scatter over the State, as was the 
plan when the refuges were founded. 
And in some instances heavy dam- 
ages. are claimed by property owners 
within the preserves, who complain 
that deer and: elk ap ro to know 
rece f are protected, an pay scant at- 
tention to efforts. to frighten them 
away from growing crops, haystacks 
or orchards. 
The commission decided to lop off 
an area of about 265,000.acres from 
the Dixie preserve in the southern 
part of the State. 
retain about. 140,000 acres of the old 
area, and about 14,000 additional 
acres, added by the commission. An- 
other refuge, about forty miles from 
Salt Lake, was reduced in area for 
economic and administrative reasons, 
Two portions.of another refuge the 
commission decided to open for hunt- 
ing for a twelve-day season this Fall. 
These portions, however, will still 
remain in the refuge, which is in the 
neighborhood of, and takes it name 
from, Fish Lake. 
The commission further decided 
against any open season for elk this 
year. Elk were imported here from 
the Jackson Hole country about fif- 
teen years ago, and have prospered 
amazingly. In some cases they have 
become troublesome to live stock 
owners, since they compete with 
cattle in seeking forage. ‘They also 
have tended to congregate in bands. 

In past years-attempts have been 
made to scatter them by allowing an 
open season under. strictly regulated 

ermits, The State Fish and Game 
epartment also has at times under- 
taken to try. to scatter the herds, 
with only partial success. However, 
it was decided, if occasion arises,. to 
attempt the latter method again. The 
hope is that ultimately there will be 
fair elk hunting in practically all the 
mountainous regions of the State.

Restoring the Wrecked Area. 


But with that phase of the situa- 
tion sing, attention is now being 
directed toward the rehabilitation of 
the devastated section, and a call] for 
workmen has gone out, with the re- 
sult that the first of the week will 
see the actual program of rebuilding 
under way. . 

Destructive as was the tornado, it 
chose a path through the city where 
it could do the least possible damage 
to highly valued property. It missed 
entirely the exclusive residential dis- 
trict in the west end, with its numer- 
ous pretentious homes and family 
hotels, the only so-called fashionable 
streets to be affected being Lindell 
and Forest Park Boulevards, which, 
however, were damaged’ on only two 
or three blocks each. And it missed 

entirely the downtown business sec- 
tion, although in the north end §it 
laid waste several large industrial 
plants, notably the National Enamel- 
ing and Stamping Company, which 
has announced that it will not re- 
build on this side of the river, its 
chief plant being in Granite City.

‘President. CooLtipcs “has Jet it be 
known that he intends tobe absolutely 
impartial as between Republican can- 
didates to succeed him.’ He has not thus 
far said a word, or made a sign, indi- 
cating which one of them he would fa- 
vor above the others. He appears to 
have resolved to be even “neutral in 
thought,” as.President WILSON in vain 
urged his fellow-countrymen to be when 
the European war broke out. Yet the 
impression has got about that Mr. CooL- 
IGE, if he were to prefer any of the 
several possibilities. mentioned, would 
pitch upon Secretary Hoover. Nothmg 
explicit or direct has come. from the 
Président on’ this point. But it was 
noted at the Republican State Conven- 
tion in Rochester that several subor- 
dinates ‘in the ‘Washington Administra- 
tion came on to’ spread the notion that 
Mr. Hoover stood the best chance. The 
wise politicians were. able to put this 
two and two together. . And only last 
week when members of the Republican 
National Committee foregathered at 
Washington, our correspondent reported 
that in some way they had been led to 
believe: that Secretary HOOVER was, at 
least tacitly, the Administration candi- 
date. No one could pin anybody down 
to a specific utterance, but there it _ 
as we say, in the air. 

Of ‘course; Mr. HOOVER’S candidacy, 
though as yet not avowed, is undoubted. 
He has many eager friends working in 
his interest in‘various parts of the coun- 
try. Whether he would be helped or 
hindered by a definite endorsement by 
the President it would be hard to decide. 
A secret inclination in his favor might 
be more useful than an open commenda- 
tion to the party by the President. 
Many: Republicans would resent any ef- 
fort. by the Administration to dictate a 
nomination... Yet there is. no question 
that. Secretary Hoover is in the field. 
If: he ‘openly: announced. his candidacy, 
some have said’ that it: would. then be 
necéssary for him to resign from the 
Cabinet.. So it would, if he were to be 
put into even seeming antagonism to the 
President. On the other hand, if he 
runs for the Presidency and does not 
resign from the Cabinet, it will be fairly 
conclusive proof that he has the good- 
will of Mr. CooLipGe, It will also be a 
strong: indication that the latter did not 
propose to take the nomination himself, 
even. if he were “drafted” at the last 
moment, after having permitted his 
friend, the Secretary of Commerce, to 
go ahead in. good faith seeking the 
Presidency. 

It is universally agreed that Mr. 
Hoover is not a skillful politician. He 
tastes. and abilities do not.lie in that di- 
rection. This was-clearly shown in 1920, 
when he allowed himself to be almost 
childishly misled. by his political advis- 
ers. Since then he has doubtless learned 
a great deal about the methods of poli- 
tics. Besides, it is reported that two or 
three of the miost seasoned and saga- 
cious practitioners in the Republican 
Party. have allied themselves with his 
political fortunes. .They are expected to 
furnish the astute management. Secre- 
tary Hoover will-make the large appeal 
on the ground of his demonstrated 
qualities az a, great.public administrator, 

Without attempting to enumerate or 
appraise them at this time, it may be 
said that Mr.’ Hoover’s strength with 
the country has grown with each suc- 
ceeding year during which he has been 
under public’ observation. His power ot 
analysis, worthy of the most highly 
trained engineering mind; his grasp. ot 
fact, his industry, his efficiency in his 
own department and.in every work out- 
side it which he is called upon to do, 
along: with his humane sympathies so 
often displayed, have won him increasing 
admiration if not a growing political 
prestige. He is no orator. He does not 
write with a burning pen. Yet his ca-

On the Watch Tower page ..today 
there is an account of how St. Louis;

Mississippi Valley. The story is typical 
of the city of its origin. St. Louis has 
been faced with disasters before, but its 
self-reliance. has never been impaired 
and its, confidence.in its own unshakable 
destiny has never faltered. Despite the 
fact that its situation has given St. Louis 
much ‘to complain about in the matter 
of weather, despite the strong competi- 
tion for trade supremacy that has been 
waged against it by neighboring cities, 
the metropolis of Missouri has gone 
steadily forward and developed a loyal 
and unconquerable spirit worthy of des- 
ignation on the first airplane to make 
the non-stop journey from New York to 
Paris. 

New York, as the largest and most 
powerful city in America, has no favor- 
ites among the great:towns with which 
it exchanges business and has social and 
political relationships. Yet St. Louis 
has always been one of the names that 
have meant much to New. York. Fast 
trains connect the two; many citizens 
are interchangeable, and—to name but 
two of the many famous. St. Louisians 
who have:-made conquests ._ here—this 
city remembers CARL SCHURZ and JOSEPH 
PULITZER. Hence it is with a peculiarly 
friendly feeling that readers of THE 
TIMES will learn from today’s dispatches 
how gallantly and effectively St. Louis

PRESERVING THE BATTLE- 
~* FIELDS. 


The exercises held yesterday on the 
battlefield of Saratoga fittingly com- 
memorated the one hundred and fiftieth 
anniversary of the turning point in the 
American Revolution. It was on Oct. 
8, 1777, that the British General Bur- 
GOYNE began his last stand against the 
Americans, which resulted in his :en- 
forced surrender on Oct. 17. Owing 
rather to the blunders of the British 
Ministry at: home than to mistakes of 
BuRGOYNE in New York, the campaign 
which was to drive a wedge between 
New England and the rest of the States 
and so force the collapse of the Amer- 
ican cause met with defeat. BURGOYNE’S 
reinforcements ‘proved inadequate. His 
information service mistakenly advised 
him that the Vermonters and the local 
New Yorkers would not oppose him. The 
expected support from General HOWE, to 
come up the Hudson from New York, 
did not start in time. The British dis- 
aster was complete and the. American 
cause received such encouragement that 
ultimate.victory was assured. 

At the celebration yesterday the point 
was stressed that the entire battlefield 
of Saratoga has. not yet been acgtired 
as a memorial site. The total area is 
about 2,600 acres, of which only about 
650 have as yet been purchased by the 
State. Two hundred acres more have 
been-secured by private funds and will 
be held for the State at cost. But much 
still remains to be acquired. In particular 
is this true of some of the cemeteries 
where the Revolutionary soldiers were 
buried. To complete the work of pur- 
chase and rehabilitation will require in 
the neighborhood of $200,000. This is in 
addition to the sum of $110,000 already 
expended on the site. 

The enthusiastic interest shown in the 
various celebrations held in the Mohawk 
and. Hudson Valleys this- Summer. vin- 
dicates the contention of those who long 
ago insisted that there is a growing 
interest in the preservation of historical 
monuments in this country. But it has 
taken the vigorous campaigning of men 
like GrorGe O. SLINGERLAND, W. PIERRE- 
PONT WHITE, CHARLES E..OGDEN, LOUIS 
KING, Assemblyman ESMOND and Rep- 
resentative PARKER, together with the 
members of various historical societies, 
to, arouse the State Legislature to take 
an active part in the work of preserving 
battlefields and other memorials of ‘his- 
toric times.

This return to. a pre-war mentality 
would be dated, if a’ specific event. is 
needed, from the. General Strike. Out of 
that explosion British labor emerged 
saner in-mood and mind. But it is some- 
thing more than a general strike that 
blew up in England. With it has toppled 
an elaborate structure of formulas 1- 
duced by the war and by the Bolshevist 
experiment. in Russia. Overboard have 
gone ‘the “economic man” who thinks 
only in» terms of material profit, the 
proletarian whose only nation -is his 
class, the political philosopher who: so 
easily proved the modern State an anom- 
aly, the direct actionist who learned 
from the Soviets’ and MUSSOLINI that 
parliamentarism is played out. Democ- 
racy, so recently in disfavor with. ad- 
vanced thinkers, is once more good 
enough for British labor. Their leaders 
declare that if you give them the demo- 
cratic ballot and the democratic liberties 
they will look after their economic 
rights. 

Particularly hard has time been on 
the proletarian theory, the doctrine that 
the English worker is only a worker and 
has nothing in common with the rest of 
his.countrymen. Experience has shown 
that he has many things in common. 
He has the native temper. ZINOVIEFF 
may raise outraged hands and TROTSKY 
may laugh when an English labor 
leader turns to the Bible for guidance 
in a strike, or when a British labor 
conference rejects a birth-control plank 
on the ground that it will injure the 
religious susceptibilities of many British 
workingmen, But there is the fact. The 
English worker has his national sus- 
ceptibilities. Mr. LASKI, who is far from 
unsympathetic with the Soviet Govern- 
ment, speaks with approval of British 
labor’s resentment against the notion 
that “the world must go to school to 
Moscow.” He speaks of the remarkable 
patience of British labor “in the face of 
“intolerable insult. and deliberate at- 
“tempt at subversion ” from Moscow, 

The British worker has refused to con- 
form to the formula of the. purely 
economic man. He has shown that he 
has British dimensions and feelings. He 
has shown that he is a human being. 
As such he has many things in common 
with his capitalist opponent. For that 
reason he has turned his back on the 
guild. systems and the decentralized 
States that were to replace the present 
effete political State. The new notions 
were based on formulas simplified to the 
point of being patently false. Ina world 
where economic interests are cut across 
by cultural and religious and regional 
interests it. turns out that the “ illog- 
ical” parliamentary State is not such a 
misfit after all.

MEXICAN EXECUTIONS. 


Nothing in. the life of General QuisANO 
“became him like the leaving it.” But 
that could be'said of other Mexicans who 
have found themselves in front: of a 
firing squad. Often in the supreme mo- 
ment they have been composed and 
brave. General QuIJANO took “a last 
look at the sun,” bade the foreign corre- 
spondents good-bye, asked his execution- 
ers to come closer, squared himself for 
the ordeal, and fell with six ‘bullets in 
his chest. It was not bravado, says a 
witness, ‘but ‘serenity and absence of 
fear.” 

Mexican history abounds in such trage- 
dies, relieved by the fortitude of the vic- 
tims. MoreLos, heavily shackled, met 
hig death kneeling and exclaiming, as 
the command was given to fire: “ Lord, 
“Thou knowest if I have done well; if 
“not, I implore Thy infinite mercy.” He 
made war, he declared, not against Spain 
but against the Cortes. HIDALGO, perhaps 
the most impressive figure among lead- 
ers in Mexico’s struggle for liberty in 
the viceregal period, distributed sweet- 
meats: among his executioners, and to 
guide their fire placed a hand upon his 
heart, ALLENDE,.ALDAMA. and JIMINEZ 
shared his fate with equal calmness. 

ITURBIDE, who was. .crowned ‘Emperor 
after Mexico had declared her indepen- 
dence, also knew how to die. He walked 
to the place of execution with a firm 
step and refused to have his eyes ban- 
daged until he was told the form must 
be observed, when he quietly tied the 
cloth around his head with his own 
hands. ‘I am no traitor,” he said in the 
moment given him to speak. “Such a 
“ stain will never attach to my children 
“or to their descendants.” MAXIMILIAN, 
@ Prince of the house of Austria, and 
his Generals, MIRAMON and MEJIA, died 
together after the collapse of the hapless 
Imperial Government:.and the. trial .of 
MAXIMILIAN: as’ a filibuster, under the 
special law of Jan. 25, 1862. It required 
execution of all who were caught bear- 
ing arms against the Government. The 
execution took place at Queretaro on a 
high festival day. If any alien’ could 
teach Mexicans how to die, it was the 
gentle Austrian Archduke. Passing the 
cells of MIRAMON and MEJ1A, he inquired: 
“ Are you ready, gentlemen? I am quite 
so.” Father Sorta, who attended the 
Emperor, was near collapse, and MAXI- 
MILIAN “drew from his pocket a silver 
“smelling bottle and proffered it :to the 
“trembling friar.” MAXIMILIAN refused 
the bandage when he faced_the firing 
squad, ,He. advanced to the seven ‘sol- 
diers: drawn up with their rifles ready, 
and to each he prenaws a coin: » “ Mu- 
chachos, ” he said, “aim Wwell.and aim 
right here,” placing a hand over his 
heart. In his last speech he said: “* Per- 
“ sons. of my rank and origin are des- 
“tined by ‘Gop either to be benefactors 
“of the people or martyrs,” adding:

This sort 
of an organization furnished a practical 
way out of the adversities and contro- 
versies of a- earlier period, giving the 
aid of the State where it could be availed 
of by the students of all the denomina- 
tional -colleges alike while pursuing 
courses such as they might choose each 
in his own! college. Incidentally, the 
great student body is broken up into 
units of practicable size! with a competi- 


tive college spirit which is, however, 


loyal to a common university ideal; as 
was witnessed. by the vast assembly of 
students and graduates of all the colleges 
about the university bell tower at ‘the 
dedication of ‘the carillon to the memory 
of the six hundred men who perished 
out of the six thousand who entered the 
World War. 

Toronto has been named in a recent 
Carnegie Foundation report as one of 
the three “American institutions’ that 
illustrate the different forms of approach 
to the problem of “selecting the able 
“mind and guiding its intellectual de- 
“velopment,” but it is the sole pioneer 
on this continent in this admirable plan 
of bringing the State university and the 
denominational colleges. into organic re- 
lationship to the advantage of both. 








BAFFLED, NOT DEFEATED. 

In Prime Minister BALDWIN’S address 
to members of the American Legion oc- 
curs a reference to the recent abortive 
naval conference at Geneva which goes 

to the heart of all international‘ nego- 
tiation: 

Our peoples are friendly enough and 
great: enough to thresh the subject out, 
and, if they cannot agree, differ like 
friends and gentlemen. It is far better 
to say to the world that we have exam- 
ined this question and for the moment 
it has baffled us—for the moment. . 

Efforts made since 1919 to substitute 
conference for war as arbiter between 

nations have been the subject of a sterile 
criticism arising from the failure-or de- 
liberate refusal to recognize ‘the differ- 
ence between temporary setback and 
.Concerning the League 
of Nations. and other agencies of peace, 
it is apparently assumed that they must 
present. an unbroken ‘record of success. 
There must be no delays, hesitations, 
half-successes. Apparently, it is as- 
sumed that the representatives of the 
nations, sitting down ‘together in counvil, 
would automaticalily fall to hymning to- 
gether like the morning stars. If on any 
specific question” the League ‘fails to 
register 100 per cent. effectiveness, then 
the League is ‘ dead.” If in any instance 
the old separatist: spirit manifests.itself, 
then all the labors of the'last eight years 


‘are done for. 


Mr. BALDWIN now steps forward to 
remind us of the need of patience, fhe 
temporary disagreement must not ‘be al- 
‘lowed. to obscure the far more important 
circumstance that°men look forward to 


other attempts at agreement, and not to |’ 


war. If law among the nations is ever 
to be outlawed as it is within the na- 
tions, then we must be prepared. to find 
in international negotiation the same ‘le- 
lays, postponements,  bafflements, half- 
successes’. which characterize  ;a,rlia- 
mentary procedure. ARISTIDE BRIAND 
has more than once reminded us how 
slow and undramatic are the labors for | 
peace. War is the great short-cut. it 
is resorted to by those who, finding them-. 
selves baffled, are ‘not willing to try_ 
again for that agreement of minds which 
is -peace.

While Central Park ‘ii Gihertiatie 
from lack of care, its restoration, is. by 
no means hopeless, and similar want of 
upkeep has not obtained in’ any other of 
the larger parks throughout the country. 
This, my own point of view, was strength- 
ened in going through several of the 
larger European parks during the past 
three years, and some familiarity with. 
the growth and improvement during the ® 


past thirty years or more'of the princ{pal 
American parks. 


One feature of the foreign parks and 


reservations is the very’large acreage of 
native woods ‘growth; liké the Bois de 
Boulogne, Paris, and similar reservations 
out of London,. Berlin: and. other places 
where little attention is given to upkeep 
other than providing good. roads, walks 
and equestrian paths. 

There is one thing for which the people: 
of. New York may well be grateful, and’ 
that is the appointment of a Park Com-_ 
missioner for Manhattan who, from the.: 
date of his selection, has gone to work ' in 
the right way to accomplish the results 
desired in the restoration of Central. Park, 

Tt is not surprising that press and pub- 
lic should hail with’ satisfaction this im- 
provement: in the executive direction of | 
park affairs, especially as the people have 
witnessed with deep regret the continual 
deterioration of Central Park from its 
commanding position. and sppearance: a 
decade and more ago.

$144,000,000 FOR INTEREST 


Bonds for $842,000,000. Still Out, 
but $300,000,000 May Not 
Be Surrendered. 


The announcement made by Secre- 
tary Mellon of the Treasury Depart- 
ment early last week that a total of 
$868,000,000 of Second Liberty 4% per 
cent. bonds had been turned in for 
conversion into new securities under 
the Treasury’s latest exchange offer 
has caused considerable speculation 
in the financial district as to the 
exact means to be utilized in retir- 
ing the last of the Second 4%s on 
their maturity date, Nov. 15. Prob- 
ably a considerable* portion of the 
final redemptions will be taken care 
of out of the general funds of the 
Treasury, although it is likely that 
@ nominal amount of short-term se- 
curities also will be issued to com- 
plete the transaction. 

At the time when the final ex- 
change offer of the Treasury was 
made there were outstanding approx- 


‘| imately $1,200,000,000 of Second 4%s, 


the amount having been whittled 
down to that sum from more than 
$3,000,000,000 since the refunding op- 
eration was first undertaken last 
March. The latest exchanges brought 
the amount outstanding down to 
about $832,000,000. Between now and 
Nov. 15, purchases of Second 4%s will 
be made out of the Treasury’s sink- 
ing fund, the amount of which has 
not yet been determined. It is cal- 
culated that $300,000,000 of the bonds 
will be left unaccounted for, that 
amount apparently being in the 
hands of obscure and scattered in- 
vestors, who, despite the extensive 
broadcasting of the fact that inter- 
est on the Second 4%s will cease on 
Nov. 15 and that a profit could be 
realized by accepting the exchange 
offer, have neglected to turn their 
bonds in or to sell them in the mar- 


ket to other investors willing to 
make the exchange. 


$500,000,000 to Be Redeemed. 


Although the scope of the sinking 
fund operations for the next month 
is not yet known, it is believed by 
Government bond specialists that 
about $500,000,000 of the second 4%s 
must be taken care of by redemption 
on Nov. 15. The amount of a new 
short-term offering will depend 
largely on the amount of funds that 
will be in the Treasury’s coffers on 
the bond maturity date. The general 
fund now amounts to about $490,000,- 
000, so that if the transaction were 
being completed now only a nominal 
amount of new financing would be 
necessary. On Oct. 15, however, in- 
terest will be payable on the Fourth 
Liberty Loan bonds, and this inter- 
est will amount to about $144,000,000. 
In addition to this, the general fund 
will be subject to the usual day-to- 
day fluctuations. 

It is considered likely that a seven- 
month maturity will be chosen for 
any. new securities that may _ be 
offered to clean the slate of the Sec- 
ond 4%s. This would bring them due 
next June. A seven-month maturity 
is unusual in Treasury financing, but 
the tendency now is almost exclu- 
sively to arrange for maturities that 
coincide with the quarterly tax dates, 
which are March 15, June 15, Sept. 
15 and Dec. 15. It is possible, how- 
ever, that the Treasury, instead of 
making a public offering of securi- 
ties to clean up the last of the Sec- 
ond 4%s, will obtain the money from 
the Federal Reserve banks. It might 
be considered desirable to give the 
banks a short-term obligation for the 
amount needed, such as is frequently 


‘done at the quarterly dates in order 


to tide the Treasury over from the 
time that it pays out money for ma- 
turing obligations and interest and 
the time that funds flow into the 
Government in the form of tax col- 
lections.

Despite the bitter resentment be- 
tween Sullivan and Gilbert, Carte 
and others managed to patch up 
temporarily the quarrel between 
them. Late in 1891 Sullivan wrote 
to his old partner in comic opera 
triumphs: — 

“I have no desire to rake up old 
grievances, or to enter into a fresh 
discussion as to who was right or 
who wrong * * * Iam quite ready 
to let bygones be bygones, and to 
meet you at all times in the most 
friendly spirit, provided that the 
disagreeable events of the past 
eighteen months are never alluded 
to. I say this in good faith, and 
hope you will meet me in the same 
spirit.’’ 

Gilbert replied at great length— 
nor did he fail to rake up some of 
the old grievances—but, neverthe- 
less, a truce was patched up some- 
how. Once more London thrilled 
with anticipation of a new Gilbert 
and Sullivan operetta.

OT since the old Dutch days

HE Victorian age is making 
itself felt in today’s interiors. 
Victorian furniture is now 
rapidly becoming understood 

and evaluated for its decorative 
value and opens up a field for the 
antique hunter. The best of the 
furniture of that period is being 
separated from the examples 
mainly responsible for the ridicule 
attaching to so many things used 
during the reign of the great Eng- 
lish Queen. The walnut whatnot, 
if not too rococo; the pedestal 
tables of veneered mahogany; the 
rosewood chairs with carved rose- 
buds on the back--but now uphol- 
stered in bright modern fabrics in- 
stead of in horsehair—are no longer 
spoken of apologetically when they 
take up life anew in the modern 
home. 

Just how this change in public 
taste has come about is hard to de- 
termine. Victorian defenders like 
G. K. Chesterten and Lytton Stra- 
chey are credited by some with 
furthering this renaissance. Others 
point to the rapidly diminishing 
suppiy of antiques of other periods 
and to the fact that furniture of 
the Victorian era proper has now 
acquired a respectable antiquity of 
its own. 


A more tmportant reason than | 
either of these, perhaps, is the feel- 
gdp | tied in this eclectic Victorian age 


ing of those who live outside New 
Engiand, New York and the rest of 
the origina! Colonies for the fur- 
niture that went westward with the 
pioneers. In the ox wagons that 
lumbered’ over the Alleghanies or 
on the decks of wood-burning 
steamers going down the Ohio 
River were prized walnut chairs 
and mahogany bureaus that we to- 
day call Victorian. And in the 
prairie schooners and the goid- 
rush ships that went arofind the 
Horn were pieces of furniture that 
today are revered almost as much 
as are pieces that came over in the 
Mayflower. Later, as the farme 
and mines made their owners rich, 
Victorian furniture from the East 
occupied the parlors of that day. 
And now it is in the Middle West 
and on the Pacific Coast that the 
greatest demand for this mid-nine- 
teenth century furniture exists. 
Some pieces are more popular 
then are others. There is the what-

tion of the year, the num- 
ber of drematizations from novels 
on local stages will be six. “*Porgy’’ 
comes to the stage after’ notable 
success as a short, vividly ‘Written 
novel. ‘Pickwick,’ of coursé, flies 
straight from the pages of Dickens. 
Two playmakers stand between .the 
stage version of ‘‘Dracula’’ and the 
original shilling-shocker “by. Bram 
Stoker. ‘‘Revelry” is Maurine Wat- 
kjns’s dramatization of Samuel Hop- 
kins Adams’s novel.; In ‘‘The Lets 
ter’? Somerset Maugham has adapted 
for the stage a short story included 
in his own ‘‘The Casuarina Tree.”’ 
“The House of women’ is Louis 
Bromfield’s notion of how his first 
novel, “The Green Bay Tree,”’ 
should appear in the theatre. Of all 
these productions Mr. Maugham’s 
alone fits the stage as neatly as if it 
had had no vile literary antecedents. 
All the others, excluding ‘‘Porgy,’’ 
which is yet to be seen, represent 
various compromises between fic- 
tioneering and stage-carpentry. One 
is generally conscious of their alien 
birth; they sniell tiore™ of printer’s 
ink than of grease-paint. 
*,* 

RIDING itself on being a sep- 

arate form 6f ‘art; the theatre 

of recent. years has. frequently 
reveled in the dramatic incompe- 
tence of the shaggy lions of fiction. 
Mastérs of length, breadth and ver- 
bosity, fierce growlers amid the cups 
and saucers of their dainty admirers, 
they tread humbly enough in the the- 
atre, while their shallow inferiors 
go trip-clip-clopping brightly ‘ across 
the boards. Stevenson's ‘misadven- 
tures “are the standard éxamples. 
“The theatre is ‘a gold mine,” he told 
his father’ excitedly. - Collaborating 
with Henley he tossed ‘off' two plays 
in less: than two weeks. ~‘‘Beau 
‘Austin’ was acted ° by’’Beerbohm 
Tree and ushered into the Haymar; 
ket Theatre with all the glittering 
ceremony of a West End event; and 
a fragile*prologue to it promised ‘‘a 
faint ‘and fine perfume of’ Old-World 
courtliness and Old-World ~ bloom.”’ 
“Admiral Guinea” was produced 
Some years later, and finally another 
collaboration entitled  ‘*Macaire.’’ 
But the stolid Britishers, who bought 
Stevenson’s books with some enthu- 
siasm, callously stayed away from 
the theatre and the gold mine yield- 
ed precious little ore. Henley never 
recovered. But rereading ‘‘Admiral 
Guinea’? some time later Stevenson 
slated it as ‘‘a low, dirty, black- 
guard; ragged piece, vomitable in 
many parts, simply vomitable.”’  --

LOUNDERING around in the 

quicksands of literary form 

Henry James once gazed tender- 
ly upon the theatre as his deliverer. 
He was fascinated by its ‘‘passionate 
economy.”’ “The dramatic form had 
& purity which made some others 
look ingloriously rough. It had the 
high dignity of the exact sciences, 
it was mathematical and architec- 
tural.”” ‘I feel at last;’’ he = ex- 
claimed with the madness of ‘the 
dramatist aspirant, ‘‘as if I had 
found my real form, which I am 
capable of carrying far, and for 
which the pale, little art of fiction, 
as I have practiced it, has been for 
me but a limited and restricted sub- 
stitute. The strange thing is that I 
always, universally, knew this was 
my most characteristic form, but 
was kept away from it by ‘a half- 
modest, half-exaggerated sense: of 
the difficulty (that is, I mean ‘the 
practical odiousness) of the’ condi- 
tions.”” Indeed, so ambitious was he 
that he willingly provided the “time- 
honored bread-sauce of the happv 
ending.’”’ ‘‘Was there anything James 
‘would not have done to win success 
in the theatre?” Van Wyck Brooks 
inquires. Let us mercifully avert our 
eyes from the abysmal horror of 
James’s failure on the stage. 

Were it not for Chekhov, Barrie, 
Maugham and one or two others, the 
truism that the literary artist cannot 
write for the stage would be ‘entire- 
ly just. 

Adapting “‘The Green Bay Tree’’ 
to the stage Mr. Bromfield has 
stripped it to ‘six main: characters 
and-one set of ‘relationships. Little 
remains of the amazing fecundity 
which is Mr. Bromfield’s strongest 
quality in fiction. From’ “Posses- 
sion,”’ for example, he could: strike 
out 50,000 words and still have 500 
closely’ printed pages ‘left. ‘The 
House of Women” makes for de- 
sultory entertainment ‘in the theatre. 
Without the extraordinary acting of 
the ‘principal: parts ‘by’ Nance O'Neil, 
Hisie Ferguson and Helen Freeman 
the play would have nothing to rec- 
ommend it. Mr. Bronifield’s. mastéry 
of the novel should ‘content ‘him as 
much as it. contents his ae 
tomy public.

gested nothing to me and I knew 
not what to expect. I found myself 
transported to a ranch in Mexico 
owned . by. a -lady. who; with. her 
golden hair and neat riding breeches, 
seemed to have stepped rather. inde- 
cisively out.of the world of musical 
comedy. Her loyal cowboys belonged 
.to the, same world;: they were a 
Cheerful, loud-voiced crowd. who, I 
, felt, might at any moment join in a 
, chorus to some sentimental . ditty 
sung by the feminine ‘{Boss.”. But 
» there. was no music in this: play. ex- 
cept a little occasional thrumming 
on some string instrument by. a pic- 
_ turesque Mexican who-had little else 
to do but sit in the. window and 
thrum. ‘‘I wish that man would sing 
some more,” said a lady behind me. 
“J. enjoy him.’”’ It was impossible 
‘not to sympathize with her. She, too, 
was feeling that the stage was set 
for musical comedy and that some- 
_ thing had unaccountably gone wrong. 
What had gone wrong was simply 
this—that, though called a comedy, 
the, piece was without.comic sub- 
stance. Do not misunderstand me, 
. Other comedies have had frail plots 
or weak dialogue; other comedies 
“have been “‘thin.” This was thinner 
_than the thinnest piece I have ever 
seen unfortified -by music.. There

_.. This might, perhaps, have served 
to pass an evening if it had been 
assisted by surprise, by dialogue. or 
by character. But. here there was 
no surprise; you knew what was go- 
ing to happen long, long before. it 
happened. There was no dialogue 
; worth mentioning. And as for char- 
nacter it was static; no one developed 
.or exhibited any new aspect of him- 
self or herself from. the. beginning 
to the end; the loyal cowboys were 
-monotonously loyal, the sweet and 
brave Boss was monotonously brave 
and sweet, and Vivian, though he 
did explain in the last act that his 
.folly had been a pretence, revealed 
nothing of which we had not.all been 
aware by the time he had been for 
five minutes on the stage. All this 
is permissible and even expected in 
musica] comedy.. But, as the lady 
behind me appeared to be thinking, 
where on earth was the music? 
I come now to the one interesting 
and curious thing about the play 
which alone has led me to write of 
a piece itself so unimportant. The 
part of Vivian is played by Guy 
Newall, an amusing and indomitable 
actor. His voice, his face and his 
manner are alike entertaining, and 
by using them with extraordinary 
energy and persistence he succeeded 
in making the foolishness of the 
young man from England, in spite 
of its emptiness, something to laugh 
tat. He contrived, in short, with a 
minimum of. material, to keep his 
audience in good temper. As,I 
watched his efforts I thought: ‘‘Good 
heavens, how unfortunate these ac- 
tors sometimes are in their authors! 
Here is Guy Newall working like a 
hero to squeeze fun out of nothing 
and almost succeeding. Of course he 
must. know even better than I that 
the words put into his mouth are 
barren of wit: and character and 
humor. How he must be hating the 
dramatist who gave him, so hard a 
task!’ And then the play ended. 
Our two dramatists, ‘‘Seamark”’ and 
“Marius;” were called before the 
curtain, I looked eagerly to see who 
the guilty ones.might be. And there 
before my astonished eyes, bowing 
‘to his: collaborator,. was Guy Newall 
himself. This was,‘‘Marius’’ and this 
- ‘was the man upon whom J had been 
wasting my sympathy in his capacity 
as actor. He had written, at. least 
im part, that wretched dialogue for 
himself!

All this goes to prove once more 
“that actors are often the worst pos- 
sible judges of plays in which’ they 
themselves are to perform. The 
‘charge ordinarily brought against 
‘them is that they look out for a 
Bont asd part for themselves and are in- 

different to all elsé in the play.’ This 
“may be true sometimes, but it does 
‘not go deep enough. It does not 
“explain Guy Newall’s appearance in 


stage; they are almost incapable of 
seeing the stage from the point of 
view of an audience. An actor of 
great merit and high intelligence re- 
cently confessed that, when he went 
to a play as.a spectator, he cared 
scarcely at all. whether the piece 
was good or bad; what he was inter- 
ested. in, and what he watched, was 
the acting—how an actor overcame 
difficulties, how he obtained certain 
effects, how he provoked laughter 
and how he stimulated and kept alive 
laughter once begun. Guy Newall 
must, I think, have been. suffering 
from the same critical disability 
when he wrote and chose ‘‘When 
Blue Hills Laughed.’’ Knowing that 
he had an entertaining voice, face 
and manner, he must have felt that 
any words were good enough which 
kept him on the stage and gave him 
an opportunity to exhibit these en- 
gaging qualities.of his. The result 
is the strange anomaly—which neither 
vanity. nor selfishness will explain— 
of an actor writing and choosing for 
himself a thoroughly bad acting part. 
It is an interesting fragment of the 
psychology of the theatre and worth 
the attention of those who advocate, 
as a counter-blow to the great play- 
producing syndicates, a return to the 
old system of actor-managers. I my- 
self am inclined to think that the 
actor-managers were better than the 
system we have at present. They 
were at least interested in the the- 
atre from one artistic point of view, 
while many of the syndicates care 
for nothing at all except the money 
they can win by their conscienceless 
speculations. But the actor-manager 
has his , limitations and. disadvan- 
tages. It ig as well not to lose sight 
of them. 


Before I close this article I ought, 
perhaps, to say something of a con- 
troversy that has arisen in London 
during the last few days. The ques- 
tion at issue has been: ‘Is the Brit- 
ish public growing tired of American 
plays?” It has appeared also in 
harsher forms such as: ‘“‘Is England 
prejudiced against American plays?’’ 
and even: “English Plays for the 
English Theatre.’’ There are two rea- 
sons for this discussion—first, that 
the London stage is in fact flooded 
with American drama; secondly, a 
few. American pieces which came 
here loudly heralded have lately been 
rather conspicuous failures. It is 
useless to write on a subject of this 
kind unless one writes frankly. What 
I believe to be the truth is this: 
There is not a vestige of political 
prejudice against American plays. 
Englishmen are genuinely and pro- 
foundly eager for a closer friendship 
with. America and a more intimate 
understanding of her. If you send 
us plays that are true to American 
life and representative of the best 
contemporary American thought they 
are sure of welcome and attention. 
But I think there are certain aspects 
of the American theatre of which 
the English public is growing tired. 
It is‘tired of extreme melodramatic 
violence connected with bootlegging; 
it is tired of the type of sordid, 
loud-voiced sentimentalism fairly rep- 
résented by “The Butter and Egg 
Man’’; and it is, I believe, tired above 
all of the cruder kind of American 
slang.

What we want to know and what 
we should like the stage tp tell us 





is what the best of America is think- 
ing on social, political or philosoph- 
ical subjects. What would greatly 
please us is a_ serious study of 
contemporary manners in America, 
whether in the North or in the 
South. Why should we be given an 
exclusive diet of chorus girls and 
criminals? Why should we be per- 
petually shouted at in a language 
which is not the language of civilized 
America and is as strange to culti- 
vated Americans that we meet over 
here as it is to us? Let us have, 
not “stunts” which were amusing 
once but are tedious in repetition, 
but truth in comedy or tragedy. It 
is nonsense to say that there is a 
prejudice against American plays be- 
cause they are American. Sidney 
Howard is American; ‘The Silver 
Cord,” because it is sincere and does 
not shout. in.an uncouth. tongue, and 
because it is the work of a man with 
a mind, will, I think, be one of the 
successes of the season. Send us the 
work of your artists, not your show- 
men. Do not treat London as if it 
were a provincial town inhabited by 
the ‘hicks. Allow us to see the 
mind of America, not merely its pis- 
tols and its legs. Take us seriously 
as men and artists. There will then 
no longer be even an excuse for talk- 
ing of an English prejudice against 
American plays.

IN THE TRY-OUT TOWNS 


Opening out of town this week, to 
sum them up, are “The Medicine 
Man,’’ tomorrow night in Washing- 
ton; “The Desperado,’’. tomorrow 
night in the Bronx; ‘‘Coquette,’’ to- 
morrow in Atlantic City; “‘Smarty,’’ 
tomorrow in Philadelphia; ‘‘Send No 
Money,’”? tomorrow in Baltimore; 
‘Immoral, Isabella?’ (they really 
must drop that question mark) to- 
morrow in New Haven; ‘Heaven 
and Hell, Inc.,’’ Tuesday in Stam- 
ford; ‘‘Ink,” Thursday in Stamford, 
and ‘'The Mulberry Bush,’”’ Thurs- 
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a wealthy motorist, sur- 
rounded by. gold-laced lackeys in a. 
luxurious hotel, and the surprise of 
the two Communist workmen when 
they find out who he is. The lugubri- 
ous contortions of modern dancing 
are the excuse for the exasperated 
movements of a diner in a restau-. 
rant, who is really being irritated 
by an itching in the small of the 
back, being earnestly copied by the 
other guests, who suppose them to 
be the very latest thing in compli- 
cated steps. It is all very ingenious 
and sometimes it is funny.

Of course the whole world isn’t 
entertained by the same thing. An 
Oxford don probably. wouldn’t be 
very profoundly entertained by 
“‘Cradle-Snatchers’”’ and the smoking 
car raconteur would probably have 
a very uncomfortable evening at 
“Ghosts.’”” Probably there’s never 
been a play written which enter- 
tained everybody for three hours, 
and the writer, for one, is convinced 
that there never will be.

When that happens all is smooth and 
well. 

It can happen and does happen in- 
evitably. Any one who has watched 
the theatre with any degree of inter- 
est has seen this process take place.

It is, of course, a tradition that a 
jerky, uneven, stumbling, confused 
dress rehearsal means a good per- 
formance on the opening night. The 
most successful edition of ‘Artists 
and Models’® had a dress rehearsal 
that showed the revue in such amor 
phous shape as to leave little hope 
for its success. ‘Officer 666’ Cohan 
and Harris’s success of a decade or 
so ago, looked like a dire failure the 
night before it opened’ in New York.

If the main idea of the play does 
not appeal to the theatre-going pub- 
lic, then it is of little purpose to fix 
a production. All the polishing, 
transposing, recasting and rewriting 
of the story will not sharpen the 
interest of the listeners. If, how- 
ever, the main theme or idea is of 
vital interest to the spectators, the 
results are quickly gained by trim- 
ming, tearing, cutting and, sharpen- 
ing various scenes in the production. 

Certain producers’ have been 
known to employ their own play-doc 
tors—dramatists who are excellent 
technicians and can readily recog- 
nize subtle intrinsic faults in a play. 
George Abbott served in that capac-

YEATS AND 


SOPHOCLES 





Dusuin, Sept. 19. 
T IS almost a year since W. B. 
Yeat’s version of Sophocles’s 
tragedy ‘Oedipus, the King” 
was staged at the Abbey Theatre 
and at the time it was announced 
that the author was preparing a 
version of ‘“‘Oedipus in Colonnus.” 
On Monday night last there was a 
full muster of the brethren of all 
ranks and they sat for two solid 
hours impressed and captivated by 
this long-impending adaptation. The 
play, after the dramatic tenseness of 
“Oedipus, the King,” depends for 
the most part for its impressiveness 
upon the language in which it is 
dressed. Constructively, it is hardly 
a play in the usual sense of the term. 
It is rather a narrative told by sev- 
eral characters of themselves. 
e,* 

The opening scene introduces 
Oedipus, 1 w a tottering old man, 
worn out by suffering and constant 
traveling. To him comes his second 
daughter, who relates to him the 
recent pronouncements’of the Oracle 
affecting himself. The scene ends 
with the Athenian King welcoming 
Oedipus and assuring. him of a 
refuge. The stage is now: set. for the 
two episodes which must inevitably 
follow as a sequel to the Oracle’s 
pronouncement. There ensues the 
abortive attempt of Creon. to. per- 
suaue Oedipus to return to Thebes 
and his effort, frustrated by Theseus,,. 
to carry off Oedipus’s daughters. 
Next. comes Polynices, whose insin- 
cerity is made clear only through the

Thebes. These scenes are, to use 
modern vernacular, just en passant, 
and before they are over the spec- 
tator, even if he is not familiar with 
his Sophocles, knows that Athens is 
going to secure the bones of Oedipus. 

It is all very ordinary and common- 
place in the dramatic: sense, but it 
serves to pave the way for the great 
scene of Oedipus’s passing. This 
scene is powerful both in its concep- 
tion and in its treatment. Old age 
seems to fall from Oedipus and he 
rises majestic as the great King of 
Thebes before misfortune came to 
him. Instinctively, one feéls one's 
self rising with the King. His great+ 
ness is once more dominant and 
overpowering. Human ever, even to 
the last second of his presence, his 
humanity nevertheless seems to be 
leaving him and he is gradually as- 
suming that divinity which, accord- 
ing to the ancient belief, came to all 
kings and great heroes after death, 
One goes with the King into. the 
secret place of death and there one 
visualizes the last mysterious mo- 
ments. It is a grea finale and it. is 
the one piece of continuous drama in 
the whole play, but it is worth wait- 
ing for.

It is for this that once more 
I bring to the columns of your paper 
my protest against a motion. picture 
depicting my country in the . usual 
pernicious way. It is a yarn entitled 
‘The Girl From Rio,’’ in which Rio 
de Janeiro is again presented with 
the irritating environment of a Span- 
ish village, where Spanish is spoken 
and the tango is the sole occupation 
of its inhabitants. 


The story is about a British mer-|| 


chant who goes to Brazil to close a 
transaction of a million bags of cof- 
fee. Although he goes thereon such 
an important mission, we see him in 
the capital of Brazil in the most 
humble and miserable surroundings, 
apparently because Rio de Janeiro 
has no hotels, as if that modern city 
did not have all the up-to-date com- 
forts for those whe can afford them. 
While no actual scenes of Rio are 
shown, some dark, narrow, slummy 
alleys depict the streets of the Bra- 
zilian capital. 

The main character in the picture, 
“the biggest man in Rio,”’ bears the 
name of an authentic prominent Bra- 
zilian of that city, well known in the 
coffee business circles. It seems to 
be too much coincidence that this 
choice of name was incidental and, 
owing to the réle he plays, this point 
is very harmful to his good reputa- 
tion. 

To the ‘director of this picture and 
to those who may have had their 
minds swayed by these reels of ab- 
surdity, I wish.to say the following: 
Rio de Janeiro is a city of nearly a 
million and a half inhabitants, a 
very large business centre as modern 
as any city in this or in any other 
country. 

Rio de Janeiro, however, is not the 
only large city in Brazil. There are 
many. of them with populations of 
over 200,000. The City of Sao Paulo, 
for instance, has nearly a million in- 
habitants and is considered the most 
industrial city in Latin America and 
one of the most promising business 
centres in the world. If skyscrapers 
are synonymous with civilization I 
may as well add that Sao Paulo has 
several buildings of ten, twelve and 
fourteen stories and a twenty-seven- 
story. building well under construc- 
tion. Portuguese is. the language 
spoken in Brazil. Spanish is not 
spoken at all, most of the Brazilians 
refusing to understand it and con- 
sidering no compliment to be ad- 
dressed but in their language. Mo- 
tion-picture producers. and Ameri- 
cans in general who wish to gather 
more facts about Brazil can find 


’ good sources of information at the 


Brazilian Consulates and at the pub- 
lic libraries. There are several good 
books- about Brazil written by well- 
known Americans, and others are 
being published every year, appar- 
ently by broadminded authors. who 
see the need of showing to others 
the greatness and the possibilities ex- 
isting also outside of the United 
States. 

The motion picture could be used 
as the best medium for the building 
of international good-will. I, for one, 
however, regret that a few mercen- 
ary minds, looking only for box of- 
fice profits, overlook the fact that 
they create an erroneous conception 
in millions of minds and foster a 
feeling of antagonism toward. this 
whole country.

[sen direction and a 


reasonable amount of common 

sense served out to. the charac- 

ters in a photoplay go a long way 
toward making a subject interesting. 
Adolphe Menjou’s latest production, 
“A Gentleman of Paris,’’ does not 
come under the heading of probable 
stories, but it is quite an engaging 
entertainment. The characters use 
their eyes and their ears, and while 
the plot is unique in its way it is 
joyfully free from those extrava- 
gances that are to be seen in most 
pictures. 


It fs a story of a master and his 
valet, and this combination, whether 
on the stage, in a book or on the 
screen, usually is diverting. Mr. 
Menjou, who was the best headwait- 
ev in Europe in “‘Service for Ladies,”’ 
in this new film is a philandering 
Marquis, who, judging by the first 
chapter, seldom sees the sun set, but 
frequently finds himself togged up 
in dress clothes when it rises. Joseph 
is his faithful valet, and the Marquis 
frequently tells his servitor that he 
does not know how he would ever 
get along without him, to which Jo- 
seph justly retorts that he does not 
know how he would get along with- 
out the Marquis. 


The acting in this comedy is espe- 
cially. competent, not only that of 
Mr. Menjou and Nicholas Soussanin, 
who appears as Joseph, but also the 
performances of the other players. 
It is a picture that relies for its good 
cheer: on adroit situations intelli- 
gently expressed. 

The initial chapters of this shadow 
tale are exceptionally good, and al- 
though it falters a bit toward the 
end it picks up and falls into a gay 
stride before the final fade-out. H. 
d’Abbadie d’Arrast, the director, 
skillfully dodges the conventional 
poses and does wonders with minor 
incidents. -Even the: hurried dressing 
of the Marquis is presented with 
originality, for after this-noble gen- 
tleman ‘has turned the water on in 
his shower bath he pokes his head 
out between the curtains and Joseph 
calmly takes a razor and proceeds 
to shave his master. Waiting down- 
stairs are General Latour-Latour and 
his daughter, Yvonne, to whom the 
Marquis is engaged. The General is 





an impatient person, and. it is only 
through Joseph’s perspicacity that 
the General does not know that the 
Marquis has been out all night and 
only came home.in the nick of time. 

The weak spot in this piece of 
work is where the valet, to revenge 
himself on his master for having 
paid attention to a girl who happens 
to be Joseph's wife, sticks an ace of 
clubs in his master’s cuff, and the 
Marquis, after an extraordinary run 
of luck at cards, is accused of cheat- 
ing. Up to that point Joseph rather 
relishes the idea of his vengeance; 
but when the General sees to it that 
the Marquis has a pistol wherewith 
to end his life Joseph looks upon 
the serious aspect of the case. 

Lawrence Grant, who impersonated 
the King in ‘Service for Ladies,’’ 
here does equally fine work as the 
General. Mr. Menjou is thoroughly 
at his ease, ever ready with an ex- 
pression of mild alarm, a suggestion 
of anxiety, the anticipation of pleas- 
ure or trying to make lies look like 
the truth.

Some Sorry Extravagancies. 


HEN it comes to pictorial ex- 

aggerations ‘‘A Man’s Past,”’ 

the first American film in 
which Conrad Veidt appears, assur- 
edly possesses its quota. Here is a 
drama that might.have been a really 
stirring shadow story, but George 
Melford, the director, and the scena- 
rio writer have made the fatal error 
of going too far in order to obtain 
their effects. 

In the first place, Dr. Paul La 
Roche is found in prison, sentenced 
to ten years for having put a person 
suffering from an incurable disease 
out of his misery. This seems a 
fairly heavy penalty for the crime.

Another unfortunate chapter in 
this production iséwhere Ian Keith 
as the blind Dr. Fontaine is made 
to fumble about in his pocket before 
he shoots Lieutenant Destin. It 
might have been accomplished with 
far less trouble and with infinitely 
greater dramatic effect. 


Mr. Veidt, the brilliant German 
actor who won considerable fame 
by his work. in ‘‘The.

He 
is earnest in his acting, but even 
with him -there are occasions when 
Mr. Melford calls for what is tanta- 
mount to exaggeration.

His make-up, or rather 
his appearance, is very natural; he 
looks the part of the condemned 
doctor, worn, hopeless, crushed. In 
most of the episodes he acts with 
considerable intelligence, and it is 
only when he is directed to prolong 
a scene, walk with an unusual stoop 
or measured pace that he is disap- 
pointing. Here we have an imagi- 
native actor being directed by a pro- 
ducer who iz steeped in the tradi- 
tions of Hollywood, and so far as 
the picture is concerned imagination 
loses the battle to exaggeration. 


Mr. Langdon’s Tilting. 
NOTHER example of pounding a 
pin with a sledge hammer is ap- 
parent inHarry Langdon’s latest 
affair, ‘‘Three’s a Crowd.” Mr. 
Langdon carries out some of the 
scenes with a good deal of clever- 
ness, but when one has had quite 
enough of.them..somebody comes 
along and pulverizes the effect by 
some slapstick stunt. Langdon gives 
an amusing portrayal of a sleepy 
man about to get up in the morning. 
It is really effective up to the time he 
presents his improvised shower bath, 
an affair which is merely a copy of 
dozens of other such contraptions. 
But when a brick is thrown that hits 
an iron chimney and causes soot to 
flood Langdon’s room, the* sequence 
loses its true comedy and is on a par 
with those jam and mud slinging af- 
fairs. 

This sort of blunderbuss work hap- 
pens throughout ‘‘Three’s a Crowd,”’ 
and the story itself is a poor, weak 
thing that impresses one as being an 
effort the author was writing para- 
graph by paragraph and never quite 
sure whether he was going to use it 
or throw it in the waste-paper basket. 
As a matter of fact, he would have 
done well to exclude all the slam- 
bang ideas, as they are not particu- 
larly original and often extremely 
tedious. 


Mr. Langdon ought to get hold of 
a genuine, well-written comedy, then

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SAVAGES SUSPICIOUS OF CAMERA 





African Pagans Look Upon Photographer’s Apparatus as Medicine 
Box—Bride Doesn’t Like Being Pictured ae

AIRO: to the Cape was the 

journey chosen in 1924 by four 

Detroiters who wanted to for- 

get business. The party con- 
sisted of Colonel Sidney D. Walden, 
Colonel Edward George, Dr. W. 
Inches and Commander H. H. Em- 
mons. Then I made a fifth.' 

The means of conveyance was. to 
be decided upon in that hour when 
we were to cope with the primitive 
forces of ‘nature and adjust the ad- 
vance accordingly. _My.réle in the 
expedition was that of one who has 
@ camera instead of a gun, so to 
speak, and on this expedition, which 
lasted more than sixteen months, I 
must say I found the camera lens 
more thrilling than the gun-sight. 

The film of this expedition in its 
finished form in all probability will 
be presented at the Fifth Avenue 
Playhouse in about a month. It will 
be called ‘‘Jungle Gods,” and is 
purely an ethnological study. 

In Egypt’ “ong the Mohammedans 
the camera, when weighed by bak- 
shish, meets with no resistance, al- 
though the Koran forbids a Moslem- 
ite to have images. I was only too 
keenly aware, however, that the 
Mahdies of Omdurman ‘(in the Su- 
dan) adhered more strictly to the an- 
cient code. There, bakshish was of 
no avail, and I found it necessary bt) 
take motion pictures with the aid of 
a telephoto lens from a hidden re- 
treat. When this concealment: hin- 
dered me from obtaining satisfactory 
results, I was obliged. to leave the 
blind and work in the open in closer 
proximity to -my- subject, with my 
back turned and my hand grinding 
the camera as I gazed in an opposite 
direction, the natives thus unwitting 
targets for my lens. 


The “Lion Hunt.’’ 


After journeying two days in the. 


Sudan we left the last traces of civ- 
ilization as we turned our steps up 
the White Nile. Here’ to the simple 
mind of the savages even the super- 
stition regarding the camera was 
unknown. Curiosity took the place 
of inhibition. On the third day we 
came to Kodok, the home of the 
Shelook tribe, pagans whose clothes 
are even less extensive than those 
of Gunga Din. Feminine apparel is 
limited virtually to-a string of beads 
around the hips, while the men cared 
naught about raiment. so long as 
they carried a shield and a spear. 
They used clay as°an aid to their 
weird coiffure. ‘The standard coin- 
age was ivory beads, calico, bits of 
copper wire and safety pins. This 
method of exchange was not con- 
fined to this tribe but extended 
throughout most of the native ‘vil- 
lages of Africa; hence, the white 
man’s purse or wallet often assumes 
the- proportions of a bale: 

The Governor General. of the Su- 
dan sent a message regarding us to 
the native Commissioner and we ar- 
rived in Kodok to find the village in 
a state of preparation for the ‘‘Hye- 
na Dance’’: and ‘‘Lion’ Hunt.” -As a 
sign of good-will we had sent money 
ahead for goat meat and banana 
beer, of which the natives are very 
fond. ght 

I set up my-camera on a sand 
mound overlooking the- dancing 
ground, and was prepared. to film 
whatever was presented for our edi- 
fication, when my _ attention was 
suddenly canght by the advance of 
some thirty paint-besmeared sav- 
ages charging up the hill in my di- 
rection with apparent ferocious. in- 
tent; their shields were. in place and 
spears extended. When :they were 
within a few feet of where I stood 
they came to an abrupt halt dnd 
with a movement. of the’ hands: let 
their spears slip through their palms 
until the end of the shaft met the 
thumb, the blades being poised with- 
in a few inches of my chest. Mean- 
while I still turned the. crank, real- 
izing that if one of the spears slipped 
from the ‘hand of my: playful as- 
sailants my picture. would remain 





mony was explained as a ‘friendly 
bluff.” ‘As‘the “Hyena Dance’’ pro- 
gressed this stunt was repeated time 
and again, the charging actors be- 
coming more and more convinced 
that they possessed the sinister 
traits of the animal they were im- 
personating. As a climax to this 
dance the ‘‘Hyena” men found a 
child, which they began to torture 
until they were stopped by the Com- 
missioner. 

The “Lion Hunt” was portrayed by 
picked natives who believe that they 
have the strength of the king of 
beasts. Those playing the réle of 
the hunted animal wear a lion’s 
head and they carry the tail of the 
beast. Hunted by crack spearmen, 
the ‘‘lions’’ eventually surrendered. 

The law of the white man forbids 
these dances because of the effects 
of the native beer and the loss of 
life resulting from the -men's high 
state of excitement in which they 
either believe themselves to be hye- 
nas, lions or the fearless hunters. 


A Safari of 300. 


After this. experience we traveled 
up the White Nile in a flat-bottom 
boat and we had little to worry us 


except the effects of the climate on 


the camera equipment, the humidity 
being so- intense that it: was neces- 
sary to remove the film from the 
camera immediately after exposure 
and then put it in a can that was 
hermetically sealed. This condition 
also made it necessary to develop the 
film as soon as possible. 


Most of’ our journeying through 
Central Africa was done on foot, our 
luggage being carried by native por- 
ters. In our safari we had about 
300'.men, each one carrying sixty 
pounds on his head, walking about 
thirty miles a day. I, -with my cam- 
era bearers, watched at the head of 
the long. file so as to be.ready for 
anything that might make an inter- 
esting motion . picture, 

A number of pictures have eon 
made of wild. beasts or. big’ game, 
but there have been very few studies 
of natives. A film of native life 
and. custom is no haphazard series 
of ‘‘shots,’’-for it is often gained only 
through confidence on the part of 
the natives. Ever greedy and. ready 
to accept the white man’s gifts, the 
native is not always willing to re- 
veal the secrets of his religion. Con- 
trary to popular belief, some of these 
savages do not actually resent the 
camera, for they do not ‘understand 
what it is. 


On this expedition the greater part 
of my time was spent with the. Va- 
lala tribe, in Northwestern Rhodesia. 
Months passed without my. being 
able to take a single foot of ‘film, 
although my tent was pitched autside 
a village: ‘Time and again I entered 
the village and asked one old native 
where all the young men were and 
was told they had gone on the hunt. 


Any attempt to take stenes was un-| ITY 


successful -because women and: chil- 
dren, all I could then’ find, fled. My 
camera was called a ‘“‘medicine box’’ 
and it caused no little: anxiety to 
young and old., Even the children 
were told that if they ‘were bad the 
white bwanna would come and take 
them away.. But as time passed and 
the natives discovered that I was not 
ridiculing their customs, I was. per 
mitted to witness. happenings ‘that 
had hitherto beén confined to the 
huts. 


The ‘Medicine Box.” 
Late one night I heard ‘the throb- 
bing of tom-toms. : I ‘got up. and 


‘entered the village: with my camera 
and magnésium. torches,’ ‘I. found‘a 


dance in progress and: soon ‘I fixed 
the torches in tree branches. At a 
signal my men lit ‘the:torches. The 
night was apparently turned into 


day! The: dancers fled» fromthe il- | 


luminated. circle, grouped: themselves 


me, declaring: ‘'The' white: man’ is 
trying to imitate Lesa (their god) 
‘by makinga small ‘sun.’ ') They 


‘Later this brief cere- ‘laughed, not. because ‘the: sun was 





small, but because it did not last 
long. 

My attempt to describe the intrica~- 
cies of my ‘medicine box’’ resulted 
in a reproduction being made in 
wood and mounted on one stick with 
a sort of a crank; the owner of this 
contraption noted’ my movements 
and imitated me, peering through a 
hole and then looking over his box 
and apparently turning a handle. [ 
asked this imitator to come to my 
tent, as I wanted to know what he 
thought he was doing. He said that 
he now understood that my medicine 
box was a ‘“‘telling eye’’ and that 
wherever it was directed it would re- 
veal everything it saw. When I had 
tried to explain to him what the 
camera did and the pictures it took, 
he decided that he would turn the eye 
of his box on'his own relatives and 
learn a few secrets. He was not 
successful, so ‘he asked me whether 
I would lend him my camera. 


The Suspicious Bride. 


At a wedding my: camera was un- 
welcome because the bride believed 
that the ‘“‘medicine box’’ would: per- 
haps cause the spirits to neglect 
making her children look like her- 
self. When the natives were shown 
still pictures they never seemed to 
understand the. perspective of flat 
shadows. They would squint at the 
photographs from. every. angle but 
the right one. _When it was noticed 
that I changed the film in the cam- 
era at night time in a tent. it was 
the opinion of the savages that I 
was hiding the deeds of the ‘‘medi- 
cine -box’’ from the spirits. 


There’s no telling what may be at- 
tributed to a harmless camera. -I 
was accused in one place of having 
turned the Kaffir corn sour because 
I photographed women gathering the 
weed, 

When it rains at an inopportune 
time the natives'accuse God of wast- 
ing water and energy. The official 
Rain Stopper is called: upon to shake 
his spear, to which are attached dan- 
gling leaves. The rain in this case 
did not: stop and the Rain Stopper 
immediately saw a way out by blam- 
ing my camera. 

And now, even though I am thou- 
sands of miles away from the veldt, 
if a Kafuolla baby suffers from colic 
or whooping cough the natives blame — 
first my camera.and then myself. 
Were I to:return to. Central Africa 
the chances. are that I would have 
to pay in beads, cloth, matches or 
something for the damage I am sup- 
posed to have caused everywhere I 
set foot. 


One day while crossing a stream 


in a.. remote part of East Africa 


the porters let my box of unde- 
veloped exposed still-picture nega- 
tives fall into the water, To please 
me they decided to. hang up the un- 
developed films in the daylight to

smaller work, and is:a bolder, richer, 
far more profound fuifiliment of 
principles practiced by the classic 
masters. The surface of the score; or 
it would be better to say its instinc- 
tive idiom, is extremely personal and 
contemporaneous. The texture of the 
musie is shot»through with harmonic 
colors and Vivid or harsh tints of in- 
strumentation which are often strik- 
ingly original and achieved with un- 
erring certainty. Underneath is a 
ground bass of simple, clearly de- 
fined tonalities. Ideas are stripped 
to the bone of superfluous notes and 
ornamentations. There is inexorable 
chiseling and coordination of ma- 
terial. The quality of the framework 
does not stem or impede for an in- 
stant the high tide of fantasy and 
passionate feeling, apparently so free, 
#o spontaneous in expression, but so 
well controlled, A lesser workman 
possessed by such strong, creative 
impulse would have become confused, 
and his structure of tohe would have 
tumbled to'‘the ground: This work 
is firm as a rock and we have yet 
to discover. a hollow place in it. Like 
most composers with something. to 
say, Bloch must have had to fight 
with his ideas and his exotic imagi- 
nation, And again, like any real 
composer, old.or new, who has, in 
him the creative fire and the re- 
morselessly critical attitude and in- 
tuition of the artist, he has emerged 
from these fine battles always more 
the master of his mind. It is ‘a splen- 
did augury from a composer who has 
already wrought so significantly, and 
who, by the ordinary logic of events 
and by the indications of this late 
work, is now entering his strongest 
creative period. it is not’ necessary 
now, and certainly it would be fool- 
hardy, to make comparison between 
this and other compositions of the 
present time, ~ to predicate its 
length of life, or what its value will 
be to later generations. Tis is, a 
thing which neither compeser nor 
critic has ever been able to estimate. 
What is obvious is that Bloch, in his 
piano quintet, has followed by inspir- 
ation and by expert technic the ways 
of great’ music; and the more this 
composition is heard, the more elo- 
quent it appears to an increasing 
number of people. These are good 
tokens. There is no danger of a 
lack of widespread enthusiasm for 
the music in a future not far distant. 
There is rather an apprehension of 
the day when the music will be 
widely popular.

‘Then comes 
the ‘‘escape,”’ as the composer calls 
it, from self and the material world 
in a lyrical theme given first.to the

mult, this theme begins to croon its 
song. The conclusion, of. which the 
theme referred to is the principal 
material, provides the capstone of 
the edifice.

USIC and the other arts cannot 

flourish as they. should in 

Europe so long ,as, economic 
conditions are as unsettled as they 
are, according to Walter Damrosch, 
who returned last week from a three 
months’ trip abroad. 

“T saw and heard many fine dra- 
matic and musica] performances,” 
said Mr, Damrosch, ‘‘but the thing 
that was borne in upon me was that 
the mind of the people of Europe is 
not on art so much as on politics 
and economics. How can we expect 
a people to cultivate the refinements 
of life when they are overwhelmed 
by the problems of living? 

‘“‘However, a few beautiful artistic 
productions stand out after my Sum- 
mer in Europe.. One was the féte 
at Fontainebleau, where nearly 300 
American students are studying. It 
was given in costumes and settings 
of the days of Louis XIV. 

“Paris still exerts a charm and a 
power over the creative artist. There 
are scores of musicians, » painters, 
aculptors and writers who feel their 
ereative faculties so stimulated by 
life in Paris that they: prefer to haif 
starve in a garret there rather than 
live in comfort elsewhere. There are 
composers of talent here, but as for 
musical geniuses. I have not found 
them anywhere. We seem to be in a 
period when the interpretive artist 
overshadows the creative. 

*‘*My most interesting human en- 
counter occurred in Salsburg, where 
I was introduced to the only daughter 
of Meyerbeer, the great. man who 
lent a helping hand to Wagner dur- 
ing his early youth. She is 94 years 
ro) 

“My greatest artistic delight was 
found in thé musical and dramatic 
performances in Salzburg and at a 
few opera: performances in Vienna 
and Dresden. The performance of 
“Fidelio’’..in, Salzburg under’ Schalk 
was one of the finest I have ever 
seen. Mme. Lotte Lehmann, while 
not a blood relation of Lilli Leh- 
mann, is akin to hei in artistic de- 
votion and accomplishment. In Dres- 
den Fritz Busch has brought back 
the golden days of Schuch with his 
splendidly trained orchestra and 
beautifully staged opera. 

“The dramatic performances of 
Max Reinhardt are intensely inter- 








esting and undoubtedly will arouse a 
great deal of discussion when they 
are presented in New York this sea- 
son, particularly his remarkable pro- 
duction of Shakespeare’s ‘‘Midsum- 
mer Night’s Dream.” 


AE ‘season of the Brooklyn insti- 

tute includes the usual five con- 

certs by the Boston Symphony 
Orchestra, ‘with Serge Koussevitzky 
as conductor; and six Saturday mat- 
inee concerts by the New York Sym- 
phony Orchestra, with Fritz Busch, 
Walter Damrosch and Fernandez 
Arbos. Among the artists who will 
be heard in recital are Paderewski, 
Kreisler, Jeritza, Rachmaninoff, Ca- 
sals, the English singers (twice), the 
Russian Kedroff Quartet, Katherine 
Bacon, Charles Stratton and others. 
Dr.’ Daniel Gregory Mason, Associate 
Professor of Music, Columbia Uni- 
versity, will give a series of five lec- 
ture-recitals; Canon E. H. Fellowes 
of Windsor .Castle will) speak on 
Elizabethan music; Charlotte Lund 
and N. Val Pavey will appear in a 
series of opera recitals; Helga 
Salkeld ina series of lecture-recitals 
on modern Russian music; Jan and 
Cora Gordon, Ellenor Cook, Mr. and 
Mrs. George Rasely, and others in 
various recitals.

A more familiar Matisse ‘is seen in 
the “Femme assise dans un Fau- 
teuil.”’.

Still: There’s a Shortage; 4,000 New Near-By — 


Dairies Being Now Needed 


| By WALTER SAMMIS. 


a= indictment of several men 
for alleged milk grafting and 
bribéry has served to call 
attention anew ‘to the great 
fiver of milk ‘that streams into the 
New York metropolitan district. 
That the milk ‘must be kept clean 
and ‘free’ from ‘disease-carrying 
germs goes without saying. That to 


achieve this necéssitates meticulous. 


care and watchfulness in its hand- 
ling’ is equally obvious. And the 
fact that it passes through’ so many 
hands before it reaches the consum- 
er ‘offers great opportunity for ir- 
regularities prejudicial to the good 
health of millions, ~ 


We see a vast flow of liquid food, 
trickling first from thousands of 
minute sources, These little springs 
join here and there to make small 
atveams, which in turn unite to form 
rivulets. These eventually swell into 
the mighty rivér that pours uncea3- 
ingly into the metropolitan district, 
there to be divided again into small 
quantities and distributed to millions 
of homes, directly and through re- 


tailers, bakeries and other handlers | 


of food products. 
Increase in Milk Supply. 


' When Chauncey M, Depew was a 
boy New York, with the pride of a 
metropolis, celebrated the introduc- 
tion of the Croton water supply. A 
storage reservoir, considered huge in 
those days, had been erected at 
Fifth Avenue and Forty-second 
Street to receive it.. Thousands of 
New Yorkers still remember the 
massive stone walls—torn down i: 
1900 to make room for the Public 
Library. The twin lakes within its 
walls were thirty feet deep and held 
20,000,000 gallons. of water; enough 
at that time to serve the people of 
New York with all the water they 
required, 

On the hasis..of.the avérage in- 
crease in the milk supply for the 
last ten years, 347,337,000 gallons of 
milk will be the total amount reach- 
ing the New York market in 1927. 
If the site of the old reservoir were 
used to hold all this milk, the lakes 
would have to be 410 feet deep. The 
old reservoir would have held less 
than one month’s supply. 


The territory supplied with milk 
through the New York markét is far 
wider in extent than the city itself. 
Besides the five boroughs it includes, 
in New Jersey, Jersey City, Ho- 
boken, Newark, Paterson, Elizabeth, 
Montclair, Hackensack, the Oranges 
and the smaller places lying between 
them; in Westchester County, Yonk- 
ers, Mt. Vernon, White Plains, 
Tarrytown and many other places. 
Included also is the. thickly -popu- 
lated area just outside the city limits 
on Long Island. The whole popula- 
tion is about 9,000,000; about 8 per 
cent. of the population of the United 

tates. 

60,000 Farms Kept Busy. 

The present milk shed, or territory 
of supplies, includes nearly all sec- 
tions of New York State; the north- 
ern part of New Jersey;.the whole 
State of Pennsylvania; the western 
parts of Connecticut, Vermont and 
Massachusetts; three plants in Mary- 
land and approximately twenty milk 
and cream plants in Ontario. The 
territory contains between 55,000 and 
60,000 dairies, or milk farms, each 
of which brings its small quota to 
near-by dealers, who ship it to New 
York. Still they do not produce 
enough, for milk shortages are not 
unknown. In fact, there is shortage 
at present in the New York market. 


The Department of Agriculture has 
compiled records of the shipments of 
milk, cream and fresh condensed 
milk, by. States, to New York and 
the various New York and New Jer- 
sey towns and suburbs that make up 
the metropolitan area—covering the 
period from Jan. 1 to May 28, 1927. 
New York State supplied more than 
three-fourths of the milk and cream 
and seven-eighths of the fresh con- 
densed milk. Pennsylvania was next, 
with 10. per cent. of each of these 
commodities. New Jersey shipped 
about 7 per cent. of the milk and 3 
per cent. of the cream; but this does 
not take cognizance of the consider- 
able quantities of milk trucked from 
near-by farms to some of the New 
Jersey towns included in the district. 

During this period 23,045 cans of 
cream were shipped from the Middle 
West, about half’ the quantity that 
came from that section during the 
same months of 1925. This curtail- 
ment was due partly to the action of 
the New York Department of Health 
in. shutting out cream from unap- 
proved sources and partly to the high 
price of butter.at Western cream- 
eries. 

Problem of Expansion. 


Not all the cream shipments from 
Canada recorded as 0.5 per cent. are 
shown in the report, because most 
of.them are handled through plants 
in New York or Vermont and-are in- 
cluded in the records of those States, 
Western cream may not be sold in 
New York City, because it is not 
produced under..New . York inspec- 
tion. But the New Yorker may get 
cream for his morning cup of coffee 
from closer at hand. “Indeed, there 
are fifty dairy farms with producing 
cows within 'the city limits. 

The main question now dgitating 
the minds of. distributers here is 
whether to expand the territory in 
order to take care of the rapidly 
increasing demand: Invasion of other 
States further. west. hasbeen tried, 
but hag not proved satisfactory. The 
longest railros‘i ht,ul for milk now is 
500 miles, Ty increase the distance 

g would add to the’cost. Dealers are 
of the-opinion that the maximum 


>. 


| price for milk for New. York has 
been reached and are now working 
to increase the supply within the 
territory already developed. They fig- 
ure that about 4,000 new dairies an- 
nually, with a capacity equal to tile 
quantity furnished by each of the 
dairies now. operating, would meet 
the requirement, One cow a day ad- 
ded to the present dairy equipment 
would, it is estimated, have the same 
effect, It has been found that the 
tendency _ to open new territory 
diminishes the number of dairy farms 
in the field already operating. As a 
matter of fact, the near-by counties 
of New York State, formerly the 
largest. producers, are at present fur- 
nishing less milk than they did ten 
years.ago, and probably will’ produce 
still less if dealers go further afield 
for their supplies. The element of 
time also enters into the problem, 
for milk must be as fresh as possible 
when ‘it’ reaches thé market. The 
average railroad haul now is ten

minal in New Jersey and returning 
with 190 forty-quart.. cans to the 
plant. The average cost of operating 
a truck is 6 cents a minute, .. There- 
fore this trucking costs $10.80 cents, 
counting the time of travel, loading 
and unloading, or 5.6 cents a can. 
But the gapacity of this. plant is 2,000 
forty-quart cans a day, or 730,000 
cans a year. At.the rate of 5.6 cents 
a.can, the trucking bill alone amounts 
to $40,880 a year. : 
Rail Transport. 


In like measure the same is true of 
pasteurizing ‘plants in the. district. 
The cost per mile of truck haul is in 
sharp contrast with railroad charges, 
which average 44 cents a can for 200 
miles. That is the reason why New 
York dealers want their. milk to te 
brought into the city directly by 
railroad, in. tank cars. preferably, 
some by way of the Poughkeepsie

It is one of the misfortunes of New 
York that 60 per cent. of its milk 
supply is delivered on the other side 
of the Hudson River, whence it must 
be trucked long distances for pas- 
teurizing and distribution. Only the 
New York Central and the New 
Haven have terminals on Manhattan 
Island. Only one other road can 
deliver milk in Brooklyn, and it can 
bring only about 4 per cent., though 
Brooklyn has pasteurizing plants of 
sufficient capacity to care for 20 per 
cent. The railroads entering Man- 
SeERARBeMMeCoMbelel MM cya bst-am-selolit-as liber tt) am Ke) 
supply that borough, and so for the 
vast population of Brooklyn, Queens 
and the Long Island suburbs nearly 
all the milk must be trucked long 
distances, twice. It must go first to 
the pasteurizing plant and then to 
the delivery branch nearest the ulti- 
mate consumer. 


Trucking Cost High. 


It is estimated that the average 
quart of milk reaching Queens or 
Brooklyn customers travels on trucks 
at least fourteen miles. Some of it is 
trucked twenty-eight miles. 


This trucking from railroad ter- 
minal to city plant is a large item in 
the cost of distributing milk to the 
consumer. There are forty-six pas- 
teurizing plants in the New York dis- 
trict; eleven in Manhattan, eighteen 
in Brooklyn, six in Queens, three in 
the Bronx, two in Richmond, and 
six in Mount Vernon, Jersey City, 
Hoboken and Elizabeth. Milk must 
be trucked to them all at consider- 
able cost.

Task of Inspection. 


It is often said that New York has 
the best milk supply, as regards 
quality, in the world. One reason 
for this is that it draws upon excel- 
lent dairy sections. Another reason, 
and a stronger one, is the endless 
campaign of education, supervision 
and inspection carried on by State 
end city health departments and by 
the distributers themselves. This 
extends to the dairy farm, the coun- 
try plant, the process of' transit, the 
city pasteurizing plant and its dis- 
tributing stations, the delivery wagon 
and the stores where loose milk is 
sold. Endeavor to avoid one or more 
of these closely watched processes is 
what has led to the bootlegging 
bribery charges now before the 
courts. 


Every cow in every dairy is in- 
spected; every dairy farmer -is in- 
structed in sanitary necessities; 
every plant is carefully gone over 
and every pasteurizing plant watched. 
It is a task requiring the vigilance 
not only of the inspectors of the 
Health Departments, but also of 
many others employed by the big 
peebtb Crebtinwlerintel-aceserher- hel (1 Mmm O) CMs) d 
the companies reported recently that 
its veterinarians had made complete 
physical examinations of 139,574 cows 
in 7,961 dairies in a year. In addi- 
tion there had been 55,852 inspections 
of dairy premises and_ bacterial 
analyses of 390,000 specimens of milk, 
besides more than 100,000 chemical 
analyses. 





FAIRS ARE OLD INSTITUTIONS OF 
ASIA FOR STIMULATING TRADE 





ATRS have been employed in Asi- 

atic countries from immemorial 

times‘ to bring trader and cus- 
tomer together. The great distances 
to be covered by the merchant with 
his slow caravans, the sparsity of 
populations apart from the cities, 
and their diversity in language, re- 
ligion, social and trade customs, 
made the fair a necessity of com- 
merce,..especially among barbaric 
peoples. 

In all countries fairs have their pic- 
turesque features, but few are more 
-primitive or bring together: a meet- 
ing of stranger racial mixtures than 
the annual fair held in Barga, a spe- 
cial territory of Northwestern Man- 
churia, combining elements of both 
Manchuria and Mongolia. It strad- 
dles the zone of the Chinese Eastern 
Railway, a Russian-Chinese institu- 
tion, and runs north to the: borders 
of Siberia. Conséquently, it is liter- 
ally the meeting place of East and 
West, but Mongols are the most nu- 
merous. 

For the last hundred years the fair 
has been held in the neighborhood of 
an ancient temple known as Gand- 





jur-Sume, about a hundred miles 





from the City of Hailer, and, for that 
reason, is known as the Gandjur 
Fair. Although the fair lasts only 
five or. six days, many Chinese firms 
remain much longer to embrace the 
opportunity for driving bargains 
around the temple, to which Mongols 
come from all regions to pray. 

Thousands of ‘head of cattle, horses, 
camels and..sheep are annually 
driven. to the fair, while the contents 
of thousands of Mongolian carts are 
disposed of at this place of barter. 
Last year Chinese military officers 
were large purchasers of horses for 
their armies. 


Although there have been fev 
changes in. this colorful fair, last 
year presented a great innovation 
when the automobile made its first 
appearance there. Many of the no- 
mads had never seen such a vehicle 
before, and their frightened” horses 
and oxen drawing heavy two-wheeled 
carts rushed aside, throwing out car- 
goes and drivers. Bedlam: prevailed 
until the animals could be. quieted 
and order restored. First impressions 
of the ‘“‘gas wagon’’ were Secidedly 
unfavorable.

laughter. A group of mén occupy- 
ing the smoking room of a railroad 
car is convulsed periodically by out- 
bursts of vigorous laughing. “The 
outbursts often continue’ for some 
minutes and subside with diminish- 
i-z recurrences, Out, -of the card 
room of a clubhouse there: issue 
shouts of laughter,‘ indicating a‘ tri- 
umph in.taking a trick ‘that was: un- 
expected. -The hostess’ receiving her 
guests invited for an evening at her 
home greets .each.. with . laughing 
words.and their responses are inter- 
rupted by laughing exclamations. 

A good time is’a time in which 
much laughing occurs. Entertain- 
ment at a theatre or elsewhere is 
such very generally only when the 
show evokes much. laughter. The 
amount of the laughter is the meas- 
ure of the quality of the entertain- 
ment. Even when our.sides are split 
and our ribs ache from the vigor of 
our conduct we feel fully compen- 
sated. 

The play of children is carried on 
in an atmosphere vibrant with laugh- 
ing sounds.. Play and Jaughing. go 
together, Much of our laughing is 
at nothing. The small boy told his 
mother that he preferred ‘td: ‘play 
with another boy who would’ laugh 
when he laughed whether there was 
anything to laugh at or not. Even 
the laughing of adults is -unmoti- 
vated. Laughing is a playful per- 
formance; it iz fun. 

Laughing is popularly held to’.be 
health-giving. The well man Jaughs. 
‘Laugh and grow fat” is an-old say- 
ing. Parenthetically it might be sug- 
gested that this adage may not find 
high favor among the flapper. femi- 
ninity of the present day 

There is little -doubt “inet laugh- 
ing expresses pleasure and that 
pleasurable feeling finds an outlet 
in the conduct of laughing. When 
our minds are affected with. pleas- 
ure, the members of our bodies 
reach out, extend: themselves, move 
without restraint. The heart’ beats 
a little faster and the breathing 
movements become -free and un- 
hindered. The glandular secretions 
necessary for digestion become more 
abundant. These are plainly all 
health-giving. 

Its Most Primitive Form. 


Many kinds of laughter have been 
noted. The first and most. signifi- 
cant of these is the laugh of tri- 
umph. This. -is its most- primitive 
and most general form: Proverb- 
making propensity has ‘seized upon 
this too and given us: ‘‘He who 
laughs last laughs best.’’ The final 
triumph is what is to be laughed 
about. Our triumphs. are the true 
provocations—or, as we say in formal 
psychology, the appropriate stimuli— 
to laughing. 

The second feature of laughter to 
become highly significant is its use 
as a means of social repression. 
Human society disciplines its mem- 
bers and coerces them into. social 
subjection more effectually by laugh- 
ing at them than by any other 
means, 

It is hard to endure being laughed 
Nt. The guffaws of our fellows who 
stand near to us have an irresistibly 
crushing effect. Such laughing is 
sarcastic, sneering: and withering. 
Loud outbursts of laughter. will 
silence a public speaker more quickly 
than any other means at the disposal 
of audiences. Yet laughter is also a 
means of social approval. ‘Those 
who would enjoy public. confidence 
and trust first seek to set their 
hearers to laughing. This is the _be- 
ginning of social approval. 

Laughing spells spread among au- 
diences until it seems as if every 
word and action of the speaker were 
in itself a mirth-producer. Some 
people have a genius for provoking 
others to laughter. They are the 
natural comedians. .These are find- 
ing in the movies a richer field for 
the exploitation of their gifts at 
mirth-producing than -was open to 
them formerly in the theatre. 


The Emotional Opposite. 


The emotional opposite of. laugh- 
ing is seriousnéss. A serious occa- 
sion is one in which laughing is -in- 
appropriate.’ Serious things may. not 
be laughed at. At such times the 
laugh becomes offensive and brings 
reproach upon the. laugher. It is a 
matter of social convention that 
makes a situation suitable or unsuit- 
able for laughing. The well en- 
dowed laugher can become a kind of 
social freebooter. He then plays ag- 
gravating tricks upon people but by 
keeping up a continual laugh es- 
capes condemnation: 

The conduct of the skillful laugher 
is Gifficult to haadle.. He plays the 
réie of a social yirate and enjoys a 
special social privilege. His laughter 
may transform the meanest sort of 
misbehavior into. an unpunishable 
offense. The laugh grants a kind of 
ambassadorial privilege in giving 
freedom from arrest and exemption 
from obedience to law. 

The laugh is a. form of primitive 
behavior. Savages laugh in triumph 
over one another. This is coarse. be- 
havior. With the rise of culture the 
laugh, like other forms of eonduct, 
began a process of readaptation. It 
has transformed itself into the smile. 
This is just’ a- refinement of the 
laugh. In the .smile.the coarser fea- 
tures of the: Jaugh are softened; 
some perhaps are eliminated. The 
cultured person smiles or laughs in 
a subdued manner. Coarse laughing 
if brought under reproach by calling 

_“horse-laughing.’”’ It is sometimes 
alleged that the smile is the mark of

The laugh degenerates as well as 
ciety. Laughing becomes. 
and giggling... The latter belongs to 
the age of early adolescence, -in girls 
especially... It.is the: most \exasperat- 
ing form of human behavior. Laugh- 
Ing and all its derivatives appear in 
exaggerations among the feeble- 
minded and insane. The “sickening 
smile’ ‘is many times the best evi- 
dence one can haye of mental defect 
in another. The smile has its own 
effectiveness. There are the profes- 
sional smilers. “Public personages 
have ‘become known for their smiles, 
ahd.these have. been looked upon as 
contributing. to their advancement. 

Wherever people. gather. together, 
smiling and. laughing are likely’ to 
break. out..and become infectious. 
The smile. or laugh is apart of all 
social greeting, The smile is palliat- 
ing. It beckons one to approach, It 
is evidence generally that terms of 
mutual good-will have been agreed to. 

Animals as well as men laugh. 
Perhaps the. best..laugher among 
animals is the. dog. , These animals 
laugh with their. masters and among 
themselves. All. creatures that live 
and move in flocks, herds,.droves or 


cular and vocal behavior that hold 
the groups together effectively for 
herd purposes. ‘The animal laugh is 
to be found among them. 

The monkey has been looked ‘upon 
as one of the good laughers among 
animals. The carnivorous animals 
have been more often credited with 
laughing than. others. Again, those 
that hunt-in droves or packs show 
this better than ad the single hunt- 
A 

The laugh, with its derivative the 
smile, is a socializing agent. It arose 
when concerting behavior was 
needed and it has developed as social 
acting has ‘become sy en GE and 
involved. 

Animals laugh under, much. the 
same circumstances.as men do. This 
gives basis for the belief. that this 
form of conduct and action has one 
and the same. origin.. In all laughing 
there are common elements. The 
most conspicuous factors are the 
open mouth, the explosive periodic 
breathing; the'dilation of the nostrils, 
the partial closing’ of the eyes and 
the tendency for the head, to go up 
and backward. ‘The hands of men 
join in the action of clapping, and 
the feet are raised up and down 
stamping upon the floor or dancing 
upon the ground. 

Dogs Are Laughing Animals. 

Among animals the’ forefeet  par- 
ticularly are waved up and down, and 
the tails, especially: of dogs, are 
wagged and thrashed about. Dogs 
might be called the laughing animals. 
But not they alone laugh. Other 
animals are laughers also. There 
are vocal utterances accompanying 
all vigorous laughing. These are par- 
ticularly effected by the breathing, 
which is the most conspicuous and 
characteristic of the bodily move- 
ments. 

It is in. the breathing especially 
that we must seek the nature and the 
origin of the laugh. The breathing 
of laughter is panting. It is a modi- 
fied form of the breathlessness, that 
comes with the chase, that accom- 
panies as an inevitable. consequence 
all effort and strife. It has been 
justly noted that Jaughter comes af- 
ter a period of suspense; if it is at 
the termination of a strain it has the 
character of a release. | 

Both men and animals have in- 
dulged in the chase, Men. have 
hunted in troops and dogs have car- 
ried on the chase in packs. The chase 
has been the chief means by which 
they have obtained their food. Both 
menand animals have-laid-long-in 
wait for their quarry. Hach. of these 
forms of hunting has generally ended 
in a.combat, in which the pursued 


Our exultations are associated 
with the groans. and moans of the 
fallen and expiring creature. They 
become suggestive of: death and -re-

The sevéral purposes of 
laughter—its . socializing . power, its 
character of triumph and its. repres- 
sive and coercing influences—would 
pass over into the smile. 
Funny Discomfitures. 

The chase and the combat for over- 
powering of prey have passed. The 
chase for social ends:is just as streng 
as ever.

' But itis in the small affairs of life 
that laughing of a kind similar to 
the primitive exultations are seen. 
We rejoice with others in their vic- 
tory whether in trade. or in profes- 
sion.

The 
boy who falls upon the ice is greeted 
by shouts of triumph by the other 
boys. The mere picturing of falls by 
others will evoke the same sense of 
triumph that actual scenes do. 

The chief means: for provoking 
laughs in movie audiences is for the 
movie: actor to step backward into 
the coal ‘hole in the sidewalk or to 
fall unexpectedly into’a’ pool of dirty 
water... The best laugh producer in 
this line is a discomfeiture that 
comes after the display of a vaulting 
ambition or an overweening confi- 
dence in one’s self. The strip picture 
artists of the daily newspapers have 
played this theme with few variations 
from. the. beginning: The same is 
true of the Sunday funnies. It seems 
to be the only inexhaustible humor 
device. 





PORTLAND BUILDS AIRPORT 


ON ISLAND 


IN THE HARBOR 





MONG the cities awake to: the pos- 
sibilities of commercial aviation 
is Portland, Ore., which has 

selected Swan Island for its airport 
and is now developing it to meet the 
needs of aerial transport. 

For years Swan Island, in the Wil- 
lamette River, sprawled its length 
along the harbor, disturbing but un- 
disturbed... Then. Portland caught 
the vision of a great harbor from 
which ocean-going ships in increas- 
ing numbers should sail to the mar- 
kets of the world. A wider and 
deepér’ channel became’ necessary. 
Swan Island was bought by the Port 
of Portland and dredges were set to 
work cutting away a portion of it. 
The soil removed was carried across 
the river and used to. fill in a large 
tract of low land, now a poten- 
tial central manufacturing district. 
Meanwhile Swan Island has ceased 
to be an obstruction to navigation, 
and Portland is now in possession of 
an airport site. 

There are no natural or artificial 
obstructions to interfere with the 
approach to Swan Island Field from 
any direction and conditions are said 
to be ideal for aviation. One may 
reach the field from the business 
and financial centre in ten minutes, 
and it. is in close proximity to the 
port terminals and to many of the 
largest factories. 

The new airport is not far from 
the mouth of the Columbia Gorge, 
which affords a safe airway through 
the Cascade Mountains. Commercial 
aviators look upon this airway 
through the Cascades precisely as 
pioneers in other forms of transpor- 
tation looked upon the water grade 
through the mountains along the 
Columbia. 

The first men to recognize the 
value of the Columbia Gateway route 
were Lewis and Clarke, who led their 
famished company down to the river 
in 1805. 

And now have come the commer- 





cial airmen. . It costs: more:to lift a 
loaded plane high enough to fly it 
over the Cascades than it does to 
carry the load along a water level. 
The Cascades, moreover, are clothed 
to the tops with trees and offer 
virtually no’ opportunities. for safe 
emergency landings. But planes may 
fly through the Columbia Gorge at 
a low altitude with emergency land- 
ings always at hand on sand bars, 
sandy beaches or in the water. The 
air currents in the gorge are ‘strong 
enough to. dispel: clouds and fog. For 
these reasons the commercial air 
routes that: link the. Pacific ‘North- 
west, west of the Cascades, with the 
East, will no doubt be laid out via 
Swan Island airport and the Colum- 
bia Gorge. 

The construction of the airport 
makes it possible to utilize’ Port- 
land’s natural advantages for air 
transportation precisely as the con- 
struction of great terminals.and the 
creation of a magnificent harbor 
have helped to utilize her natural 
advantages for rail and water trans- 
portation. Portland men: have or- 
ganized a.company which will erect 
a plant on Swan Island and make 
the new airport the hub of a large 
airplane service. The initial equip- 
ment, consisting of four passenger 
planes, will serve Portland, Astoria, 
Seattle, Tacoma, Spokane and East- 
ern Oregon. 

Early in 1928 a number of multi- 
motor ships with a capacity of from 
eight to twelve passengers each will 
be put in service between Portland 
and San Francisco—a service that 


will later be extended to Los Angeles. 
The first of the new planes will be 
christened ‘‘The Spirit of Portland.”

Grand Central Palace, in New York, Shows "— 
Wares ‘of ‘Nation to 2,000,000 Persons a Year 


RAND CENTRAL PALACE, the 
home of numerous big trade ex- 
positions, is New Toes ‘per 

petual circus tent. 

From. September until May some 
big industrial show: moves into: its 
vast exhibition spaces every week or 
two. This year. the season. started 
with the Graphic Arts Exposition 
and was followed by the Chemical 
Industries Show. Later in the year 
there will be the power show, the 
auto: show, the motor boat show, the 
flower show and many others. 

The expositions have come to play 
an important part in the life of the 
nation’s __ trades. Approximately 
2,000,000 persons visit them every 
season. The Graphic Arts this year 
attracted 138,000 persons. An aver- 
age attendance of 100,000 is expected 
for the sixteen shows booked so far 
this year. Few other buildings in the 
city draw so many patrons. 

The magnet is not merely the 
“show’’ aspect but the practical and 
educational benefits as well that are 
derived from the exhibitions. The 
audience is generally a special one, 
although a certain number of per- 


sons is found attending each exhibi- 
tion. For the most part, however, it 


is a trade audience, composed of 
men and women eager to see ‘the 


which they are devoting themselves. 


F. W. Payne, President of the In- 
ternational * Exposition Company, who 
has been associated with exposition 
activities for more than thirty-five 
years, estimated ° recently that about 
40 per cent. of the visitors come 
from .out of town... At the recent 
chemical show, for example, out of 
an estimate of 100,000 attendance, 
40,000 came from beyond the metro- 
politan area. The first day of the 
show, when each spectator was regis- 
tered, there proved to be ninety-two 
persons from South. America and 
Europe, out of an approximate at- 
tendance of 5,000. 

The average show held in Grand 
Central Palace is bigger than most 
of the famous fairs in Europe, ac- 
cording to Mr. Payne.

So he is not likely 
to neglect any opportunities of throw- 
ing monkey wrenches into what has 
been heretofore regarded as the most 
perfect political machine possessed 
by any municipality in. the United 
States. 

Senator Reed, being a. candidate 
for re-election, cannot ignore this 
loca] fight and has elected to ally 
himself with the Vare forces, know- 
ing that ‘thus he will insure support 
of the Philadelphia. machine in his 
1928 campaign. And Hampton Moore 
is staking his political future on the 
showing he wil] make. 


The situation becomes clearer if the 
different factors are taken in order. 
First ‘of all comes the. Mayorality 
fight itself—a fight that has upset the 
calculations of those who have been 
guiding the political destinies of Phil- 
adelphia and Pennsylvania. 


An Unexpected Snag. 


Six. weeks..ago everything was 
lovely. The first sign of a cloud on 
the horizon for the organization (or 
the machine or the gang, whichever 
one cares to call it) came with the 
unprecedented registration. |More 
than 500,000 voters took the trouble 
to go to the booths in order that they 
might have the right to vote at the 
primaries and the. general election. 
Then J. Hampton Moore took the 
field as a candidate for the nomina- 
tion for Mayor against Harry 
Mackey, Vare’s personal choice. 
With no particular support from the 
newspapers, without campaign fund 
or organization, he was conceded, by 
the regular party chiefs, about 50,000 
votes. The chiefs counted on a plu- 
rality for Mackey of something like 
250,000. But to their surprise Moore 
polled more than 160,000 and Mackey 
had a plurality of only something 
like 75,000. Probably 100,000 of those 
who registered did not come out to 
the primaries. 

Moore did not intend to carry his 
fight beyond the primaries, but on 
the strength of his unexpected show- 
ing his friends have induced him to 
take the field as an independent can- 
didate. That is the situation as it 
now stands. It has the organization 
worried. If nearly all of the 100,000 
who did not appear at the primaries 
came out and voted for him at the 
election in November he should win 
over Mackey by a small plurality. 


Another factor in the situation is 
the ambition of Gifford Pinchot to 
hold public office again. Ever since 
he quit the Governorship he has been 
watching his opportunity to get. into 
the game once more. He sent 4 con- 
tribution of $1,000 to Moore in his 
primary election. When the returns 
came in he was asked if he intended 
to help finance an independent cam- 
paign for Moore at the general elec- 
tion. His reply was that he had not 
yet done anything in that direction. 
There was great emphasis on the 
“‘yet’"—in fact it was spelled in capi- 
tal letters. LMR tec bis, 2 
“ Moore took a long time to decide 
on taking the plunge against regu- 
larity. One reason was his lack of 
organization and money. So that 
when he finally announced his de 
termination to go it on an indepen- 
dent ticket, all of the practical poli- 
ticians took it for granted that he had 
discovered some means of financing 
the fight. Who the unknown ‘‘angel’’ 
is has not been discovered. But 
there are many who will shake their 
heads knowingly and say that it is 
Mr. Pinchot, who thus hopes to pave 
his ‘way to a seat in the United 
States Senate. 

Another question is what effect 
this Mayoralty fight will have on 
Senator Reed, who wishes to suc- 
ceed himself in the Senate. At the 
outset he did not have much in cqm- 
mon with Senator Vare. His sup- 
port came chiefly from the Mellons 
and the big business interests in the 
western part of Pennsylavania. But 
it soon became evident that he would 
have to decide to be either for or 
against Vare. In the end his deci- 
sion came to go along with Vare, 
and, it must be admitted, he has 
done so in.a positive manner. 


Reed Out for Vare. 


There has been no pussy-footing on 
the part of the young Senator. He 
has declared for Vare. He proposes 
to stick by him until the last horn 
blows, and as a consequence he will 
be the recipient of the solid Vare 
support when he begins his own con- 
test to return to Washington. He 
has burned his bridges behind him 
and staked his future political life 
on “Our Bill.” It is true, as stated, 
that he has the Mellon support, but 
there are some political wiseacres 
who insist that it is hard to say 
whether the Mellon support is an 
asset or a liability.

A Democratic Governor. 

It is the habit to regard Pennsyl- 
vania as a rock-ribbed Republican 
State, as firmly attached to the Re- 
publican cause as Texas is to ‘t"e 
Democratic Party. And yet on oc- 
casion it has been swept away from 
its moorings. Twice Robert E. Pat- 
tison, an unflinching Democrat, was 
elected Governor. That, of course, 
was years ago. But in the Presiden- 
tial election of 1912 the regular Re- 
publican candidate lost the State. In

Plea for Regularity. 

So far there is only the tiniest of 
cracks, and from now on the heads 
of the organization in both city and 
State will. use every ounce of energy 
they possess in trying to localize the 
trouble. Already State Chairman 
Melion, like Mackey, sees Smith as 
a bogy man. Saying that Pennsyl- 
vania will have much to do with the 
selection of the next Presidential 
candidate, he adds: 

It is time to forget the differences 
within the party and so organize and 
strengthen it that it will be a power- 
ful influence in national councils, I 
need not emphasize the importance 
of party regularity to continued 
party success. All good Republicans 
know this, and I am sure they will 
cooperate enthusiastically to make 
it effective.in Pennsylvania.” . 

This is an outline of the situation 
at present. But politics is an uncer- 
tain game and the status of things 
may changé overnight. At the mo- 
ment it looks as if Mackey would win 
the election, but it is a fact. that 
more than one. organization leader 
has something of the sensation one 
feels when sitting on a can of dyna- 
mite.

- Slavery is so unpleasant a word 
that one Government in China—the 
Cantonese—has thought it well to ap- 
ply the term “adopted children” to 
women captured or sold into bond- 
age. If we ignore the camouflage, 
however, we can hardly. doubt the 
statement that China’s chronic dis- 
sensions and the resultant confusion 
of authority have been favorable to 
the traffic not only in opium ‘but 
also in human beings. ‘The very fact 
that the municipal authorities of a 
city like Fatshan have issued an 
order prohibiting the direct sale and 
purchase of slaves is significant. 


Abyssinian Ruler Opposed. 

According to Dr. Thomas Jesse 
Jones .of the Phelps Stokes Fund, 
Ras Taffari, Regent of Abyssinia, is 
personally opposed to thé deep-seated 
slavery that prevails throughout the 
country. But the Regent has to ad- 
mit the evil, nor is the evil confined 
to Abyssinia itself.. The one African 
State that has survived into modern 
times as an independent sovereignty 


is today the stronghold not only of” 


the slave owner but also o* the slave 
raider and the slave trader. 

The markets are still open and a 
British colony like Kenya has to 
spend $200,000 a year in protecting 
the natives from bandits whose base 
of operations is the ancient Kingdom 
of Ethiopia. In recent years many 
thousands of Africans have been ab- 
ducted by. Africans under the cruel 
conditions associated with the old- 
time slave gang. 

The record of Great Britain as an 
agent in the suppression of the slave 
trade has been excellent. Within the 
last few years the Maharajah of Le-

_ Indeed, there is a third clause in

For instance, 
a child of a slave, though born in 
that status, is liberated automatically 
and without any money passing to 
the owner of the parent or parents. : | 
Fugitive Siaves. 

Thus. encouraged, many of the 
slaves began to escape. If they 
reached the directly governed colony 
of Sierra Leone,.they could not be 
recaptured. But within the protecto- 
rate the chiefs did not hesitate to 
seize them and return them to their 
owners. It meant that. suddenly 
Great Britain, in this twentieth cen- 
tury, has been confronted by the very 
problem of the fugitive slave which 
Harriet Beecher Stowe dramatized in 
“Uncle Tom’s Cabin.”’ 

A recaptured slave appealed to the 
courts and charged his master with 
assault. It was, of course, a test 
case, and in the lower court the slave 
won. But on.appeal the Supreme 
Court of Sierra Leone, by the vote 
of two Judges to one, decided 
against the slave, the decision stat- 
ing that ‘‘reasonable force’’ might 
be used to retake him. At present 
this is the law. 

The. dissenting Judge did not 
mince his words. He said: 

“Slavery is repugnant to natural 
justice, equity and good conscience, 
and the Court should not support the 
institution in any shape or form, 
whether the Legislature expressly 
forbids it or not.” 


Present Status Untenable. 


Sir John Simon, now regarded as 
Great Britain’s foremost lawyer, has 
stated in’ trenchant terms that the 
case cannot be left where it now 
tests. There is no question here of 
the contented slave, considerately 
treated by a l:ind and indulgent mas- 
ter, and with no desire to obtain a 
greater freedom. The: slave is not 
contented with his lot when he risks 
life and limb in d@ dash for liberty. 

The issue so raised affects not only 
the British Empire but also Great 
Britain’s position on the League of 
Nations. That the decision of the 
two Judges will be challenged in 
Parliament goes without saying. In- 
deed, it may be taken for granted 
that the Government will itself an- 
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the slaveholder. oe 
There are regions where the traffio 
in slaves still continues—for instance, 
along the coasts of Arabia and Kast 
Africa. In 1926 Sir Austen Chamber- 
lain and Viscount Cecil ‘denounced 
all such traffic, whether on land or 
sea, as ‘“‘ a crime against the hu- 
man race.” This contention, which 
includes the right of search as a 
corollary; was not accepted as prac- 
tical politics by certain other nations 
—Italy, for instance, and France and 
Portugal. ‘ 
Other Forms of Slavery. 
While the number of chattel slaves 
is estimated to be not less than 
5,000,000, it is clear that real slavery, 
in other forms, affects a far wider 
population. There is peonage of vari- 
ous kinds. There is apprenticeship 
of children. There is servitude for 
debt. There is contract labor. 
In fact, with the whole world sub- 
jected to a rapid material develope 
ment, in which old customs are 
everywhere yielding to new condi- 
tions; with knowledge everywhere 
exercising an authority over igno- 
rance; with strength everywhere con~ 
trolling weakness, there are all the 
elements available for the elabora- 
tion of a slavery in the future not 
less oppressive than the slaveries of 
the. past, 
What does make a difference is the 
fact that for the first time there 
has been set up a world-wide organ- 
ization that is immediately sensitive 
to the appearance anywhere of these 
abuses. It has no power to abolish 
them, but it has the power to ex~- 
pose them to the light of day. The 
most, influential of nations can be 
brought to the bar of international 
opinion and can be asked to explain 
its treatment of its humbler citizens. 
It may be. hoped that this initial 
right of information, if firmly maine 
tained: fer.a few years, will become 
an. éffective guardianship, strong 
enough to prevent the grave wrongs 
by man to man. which too often 
have stained the pages of social his-

wealth of data gathered by. science. 
The brains of men of.genius have 
been preserved and studied, and out 
of these researches is coming. in- 
creasing knowledge of the nature 
and function of the brain. Of out- 
standing importance among. these 
collections of brains is the Burt G. 
Wilder Collection at Cornell, of 
which Dr. Papez is curator, and he 
has had an unusual opportunity to 
study the perplexing problem. 


Alexander Pope said that ‘“‘the 
proper study of mankind is man.” 
But man anticipated him by sev- 
eral centuries. He had begun to 
speculate. on the nature of his brain 
almost. as soon as he: realized that 
he was possessed of that mysterious 
instrument, and he is still far from 
ultimate conclusions and discoveries. 

In the past, the general belief was 
that size; was the most important 
-aspect.. The man with the. largest 
brain .was. supposed. to have the 
greatest mental ability. And even to- 
day that idea is not wholly gone. We 
still speak of ‘‘mental giants.’’ But 
scientists, -havirig learned a great 
deal about the functions and qual- 
ities of: the different areas of the 
brain, want to know which areas are 
developed, which contribute to size, 
rather than to: aor simply total 
size. 


The Question of Weight. 


Nevertheless, brain authorities still 
attach some value to the brain 
weight of famous men.. Obviously, 
the size must have something to do 
with the extent of the developed 
areas, which is one of the chief con- 
cerns of modern.study. Some years 
ago Dr. Antony Spitzka, a noted stu- 
dent. of the human. brain, collected 
from many sources the available rec- 
ords of the brain weights of a num- 
ber of celebrated men. -For centuries 
medical men have been particularly 
interested in the autopsy of the 
brains of geniuses, which has led to 
the conservation of many striking 
cases. . 

In some instances, in fact, there 
was. evidence of: overzeal. Oliver 
Cromwell, ‘by all accounts—and’ the 
phrase is used. advisedly—had an un- 
usually large brain. But, Dr. Spitz- 
ka remarks: ‘‘Cromwell must have 
had at least three heads, as-one is 
preserved in the Ashmolean Museum, 
Oxford;. another is.in the possession 
of a private individual at Becken- 
ham, while a third was for a while 
placed on public exhibition in Lon- 
don.”’ 





Byron, perhaps inevitably, is ta) 
ited ‘with. an' enormous brain. It was 
said to have weighed 2,238 grams, but 
no one knows who ascertained the 
figure. Again,-in the case of Schu- 
bert, there is a‘ stated’ figure; 1,420 
grams, but no one: knows who first 
made the assertion. Here are other

In discussing the history of brain 
study, Dr. Papez says: 

‘*The savants of ancient Greece had 
a well-founded notion that the brain 
is the source of thought, ideas and 
of the spirit. It was from the brain 
of ‘a god that the symbol of Athens 
arose. On the east pediment of the 
Parthenon the Greek sculptor Phid- 
jas represented the goddess Athena 
springing from the brain of Zeus. 


“To deny that the brain has any- 
thing to do with the nervous func- 
tions, with mental and spiritual life, 
is absurd and contrary to long hu- 
man experience, It is common knowl- 
edge that individual life is an 
endless succession of experiences 
through the senses, of feelings, of 
thoughts and of actions. It is in the 
brain that we have our being. 


The Brain and Destiny. 


“Through the centuries philoso- 
phers and meditative men have tried 
to solve the mysteries of psychic life 
and human destiny. by analyses of 
their own experiences. This has led 
to the acceptance of many dogmas, 
mysticisms, philosophies and ‘postu- 
lates. The groping for objects eternal 
and infinite are attempts of the same 
order of the human mind ‘to under- 
stand itself in terms of its own con- 
sciousness. But psychic’ experience 
and analysis are incompetent to re- 
veal the nature of nerve mechanisms 
and much less their structural plan 
that resides within the brain, 


‘From odor alone one could not 
deduce the structure or chemical 
properties of a rose; nor from the 
thought’ expressed by the printed 
page could one safely arrive at the 
mechanics of the’ printing press. So 
with the brain. We cannot arrive at 
its structural significance throligh a 
study of the psychic processes alone, 
however: interesting they may be. It 
is already:an old admission that they 
of necessity involve. a-mass.of ner- 
vous tissue, That they are. ultimate 
manifestations of complex physical 
and chenNcal phenomena admits at 
present of philosophical;. but» not of 
scientific, doubt. 

“‘The older methods of studying the 
gross features of the nervous sys- 
tem’ revealed the'-presence of white 
and gray matter, nerves and tracts 
with: many special parts whose sig- 
nificance baffled the most learned. 
How thought processes: could take 
place in this: soft, apparently struc- 
tureless tissue was a mystery and a 





source of speculation. 
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‘In modern times the knowledge 
of nerve functions came first. Remak 
made. the great discovery, that the 
long impulse-conducting _ filaments 
or nerve. fibers arise. from nerve 
cells, This Jed to. the establishment 
of the fact, that the nerve cell and 
its fiber prolongations are the ulti- 
mate living unit of structure . and 
function of the nervous system. The 
microscopic. study. of thin slices of 
the brain and its parts, which forms 
today the basis of college courses on 
the. subject, reveals .a vast organi- 
zation of nerve mechanisms. ‘These 
consist of nerve .centres made of 
cells and nerve tracts made of fibers 
arranged in many systems. Although 
vast and complex; ‘everywhere there 
is a nice’ purposive adaptation of 
nerve cell and’ fibers -for the per- 
formance of some bodily function. 


Psychic Functions of Brain. 


“Much of this organization is well 
below. the level of the great thinking 
brain itself, or. cerebral, cortex. Be- 
cause the. cerebral cortex is the. or- 
gan of consciousness: and. psychic 
life, which has come to dominate the 
physical. and’ biological: life of man, 
it has long been the source’ of gen- 
eral as well as special interest. 


“The first important effort to lo- 
calize the psychic functions in dif- 
ferent parts of the brain began with 
Gall and Spurzheim, who, in their 
great zeal to locate every function, 
founded the false science of phre- 
nology. Somewhat as a revolt against 
this spurious fad, but chiefly from 
medical necessity, the modern sci- 
ence of cerebral ‘morphology and lo- 
calization arose, The discovery of 
the speech centre by’ Paul Broca was 
the first step. ‘Then came the dis- 
covery of the motor area, the visual 
area, the auditory area and others. 


‘‘Particularly instructive has been 
the comparison of the brains of apes 
to that of man, as revealing a fun- 
damental pattern. That the brain of 
the human young passes through the 
lowly primate stages is now an old 
story. 


What Science Finds. 


“The physicians, the anatomists, 
the physiologists and anthropologists 
have a common interest in trying to 
understand the brain in terms of 
anatomical mechanisms and physio- 
logical functions. Each from the 
vantage point of his own science has 
contributed important facts. , 


‘Remarkable, but rather unfore- 
seen, is the fact that the brain pat- 
tern turns out to be a functional or 
ganization, much less generalized in 
man than in the lower animals. In 
man it has become too highly spe- 


cialized in parts to be able to act as]: 


a whole, for nature has demanded a 
certain independence in. the exercise 
of several of the intellectual activi- 
ties, especially sight, hearing and the

N Point Hope, Alaska, whose

Arctic Ocean, Archdeacon Good- 
man and his little flock of Christian 
Eskimos awaited the coming of their 
Bishop, the Rt. Rev. Peter Trimble 
Rowe, D. D. They had not seen him 
for a long time. It is not very easy 
for Bishops to get about in those 
frozen parishes adjoining the Arctic 
Circle. But Bishop Rowe was due 
for on” of his ‘triennial Episcopal 
visits there last Summer, and the 
parishioners were happily expectant. 
They knew he would not disappoint 
them if it was within his power to 
make the trip. 

And Bishop Rowe felt exactly as 
they did. But one could not always 
tell what the facilities for travel 
would be. He planned to take the 
usual route: steamer as far'as Vic 
toria, B. C., and United ‘States reve- 
nue cutter to Point’ Hope, late in 
July, ‘The visit paid, ‘he would re 
turn thence to Nome. However, 
when he got to Nome, on the out- 
ward journey, Bishop Rowe learned 
thet the trip by water could not

be made this year. It began to look 
as if another Winter must pass be- 
fore he ‘could greet the Eskimos in 
their far-off.parish. . 

Still, the Bishop was by no means 
willing to forego the trip unless he 
was convinced that it could not in 
any way be made. He knows his Alas- 
ka well, having traveled about a: good 
deal up there, as he says, ‘on 
foot, with dogs, canoes, small boats, 
gas boats, steamers, railroads and 
autos.”” Only one means of trans- 
portation he had not tried: the air- 
plane. The water route was out of 
the question, they assured him; but 
there remained the air. 

“This mode of Episcopal visita- 
tion is expensive,’ the Bishop had 
just observed, telling of his adven- 





tures in the magazine Spirit, of Na- 


- 


tions, “‘but it was the only way to 
keep my appointment with Archdea- 
con Goodman and his Eskimos.”’ 
So he decided it must be done. 
The distance between Nome and 
Point Hope is 700 miles. The Bishop 
left Nome on Aug. 8 and ‘reached 
his destination without mishap the 
following day. It was, he says, a 
great experience. When the natives 
saw their Bishop stepping out of an 
airplane they were naturally excited. 
News of the arrival quickly spread 
all over the Point. Their Bishop had 
flown to them through the air. 
Much work had to be crowded into 
a very short time, for on .Aug. 5 
Bishop Rowe must take to the. air 
once more, bound for. Nome. But 
zeal and enthusiasm permitted the 
accomplishment of all the tasks at 
hand. He confirmed. a class of 
thirty Eskimos, prepared through 
the long, lonely months preceding by 
Archdeacon Goodman. And the Bish- 
op also received and forwarded. to 
the Church Missions House a gift 
of $50, patiently amassed by the 
Point Hope people, _ hin

Hardly less interesting are the 
hundreds of other brains housed in 
rooms overlooking the wide campus 
—the mentalities of the widest pos- 
sible range of human beings, of 
various races, of every age and oc- 
cupation. In one jar, carefully 
labeled; is the brain of a famous 
murderer, who did away with ‘his 
wife so successfully that he is said 
to have established the prihtipte of 
corpus delicti in the local ‘records, 
and who ironically died in an ac- 
cident himself. There are the brains 
of a man who had an enormous 
head. There one may sée brains of 
black*men and yellow men, of octo- 
genarians and infants, geniuses and 
idiots and madmen, all gathered in 
the cause of those who live after. 
It is a memorable experience. 


A Higher Type. 


His ‘study of: hundreds of brains, 
from the lowest order of ape to the 
brains of distinguished men and 
women, leads Dr. Papez to the con- 
clusion that- the human brain is 
evolving‘ into a higher type as a 
result of greater cultural opportu- 
hities. 

“The important relation of en- 
vironmental factors to mental de- 
velopment: is common knowledge to 
every, educator,’’ says Dr. Papez. 
“Hence schools and institutions of 
learning, hence our laboratories and 
libraries, }:which: create an especial 
environment for. the promotion of 
learning; hence “the : press and all 
other. agencies. for the dissemina- 
tion of knowledge. . -All these create 
a new environment for. the student 
as well as men of, affairs. which 
greatly enriches, and quickens their 
mental experiences. The question 
whether brain. structure is improv- 
ing under. the stress.of these new 
directive factors can only be guessed 
at as yet. 

“From the study of skull shapes 
of. the past, the indications are that 
the frontal lobe has been rapidly en- 
larging, so that the front of the head 
has been becoming not only higher 
but ‘also broader. On the other hand, 
where the ‘status’ of the’ individual 
was known to be of’a base, low or 
illiterate’ order, the brain develop- 
ment'is also of a iow order, the chief 
deficiencies occurring in the occipital 
and brow regions 6f the brain.

WASHINGTON. 

NCE more another session of 

Congress approaches and with 

it, as usual, an agricultural 

problem pressing for solution. 
From his vacation point of view 
President Coolidge studied the ques- 
tion, with the result that farm re- 
Hef legislation is likely to be intro- 
duced by the Administration. In the 
opinion of William M. Jardine, .Sec- 
retary of Agriculture, the farm prob- 
lem is not impossible of solution. 
He has_ no fears; that the American 
farmer is on the road tO peasantry. 
Once ‘‘a higher standard of living per 
farm family’’ is assured he believes 
that one of the most vexatious prob- 
lems facing this country will have 
gone into history. 

Even the much talked of migra- 
tion from farms to cities has no ter- 
rors for Secretary Jardine. It is, he 
believes, a fundamental adjustment 
between groups of American citizens. 
In the end he is convinced it will 
help, not harm, agriculture in the 
United States. 

“That agriculture is fundamental 
to our welfare is so obvious that it 
should not be necessary to repeat it,’’ 
said Secretary Jardine. The status of 
agriculture, that is, whether it is rea- 
sonably prosperous or not and wheth- 
er rural life is as attractive as other 
occupations demanding comparable 
ability, is a national question of first 
importance. 

“It may be possible for industries 
not directly dependent upon sales to 
farmers to remain prosperous 50 
long as farmers continue to supply 
foods and raw materials at prices 
that do not yield the farmer fair re- 
turns. But national welfare is 
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the Farmer Struggles On. 





broader than that of any group and 
cannot be built permanently upon 
maladjustment of agriculture and 
industry, 

“IT do not entertain the fear that 
American farmers will sink into 
peasantry. There are too many 
forces tending in the other direction, 
the most important of which is the 
determination of farmers to better 
themselves. They will, therefore, 
not become docile individuals, ac- 
cepting without question whatever 
may come. They have neither the 
sluggishness of mind nor the fixity 
of status that is commonly as- 
sociated with Old World peasantry. 

Rural Migration. 

“‘Another reason why we need not 
fear that peasantry will be the lot 
of. our farmers is found in the 
migration of rural population into 
other occupations—the movement 
viewed by alarmists with such seem- 
ing horror. So long as opportunities 
in other walks of life are within 
reach there will be fundamental ad- 
justment between groups which will 
ultimately improve the status of 
farmers. 

‘‘While rural schools are not what 
we hope to make them they are bet- 
ter than they ever were. They are 
powerful agencies in keeping farm- 
ers out of the “‘state of peasantry.”’ 

The agitation for farm relief 
legislation in past years has been 
a good thing, in the Secretary’s 
opinion, although he regards as 
fundamentally unsound many of the 
proposals that have been made. He 
believes that the agitation has been 
beneficial to agriculture and to the 
country as a whole, because, he 
says, it has centred attention in 
agricultural problems and has done 


a great deal to educate the public to 
the fact that we have farm problems. 

Out of the study anti discussion in 
recent years will come a wiser and 
more fundamental national agricul- 
tural policy than we have yet had. 
Such a policy, in his opinion, must be 
comprehensive enough to include 
agriculture as a whole, and suf- 
ficiently elastic to make room for 
definite pieces of legislation and 
other means of dealing with specific 
problems as they arise. 


“What of the migration from 
farms to cities? Is it assuming 
serious proportions? And if so what 
is necessary to keep the farmers on 
the soil?” the writer asked Secre- 
tary Jardine. 

‘“‘There will be,’”? he replied, ‘‘no 
pronounced movement of the farm- 
ing population to the cities when 
rural communities afford equality of 
economic opportunity and education- 
al and social advantages compared 
with those found in the cities.. The 
movement of population from the 
rural districts to the cities is in the 
main a normal adjustment between 
agriculture and industry. 

‘A certain part of this movement is 
due to the natural long-time adjust- 
ment which will always go on be- 
tween industrial and agricultural 
activities and methods of earning a 
livelihood. It is a healthy move- 
ment. It need not operate to the 
disadvantage of agriculture. 


“So long as we have adequate pro- 
duction our main interest lies not in 
reducing numerically the movement 
from farms to cities; rather, our 
problem is to keep on the farm those 
men and women who know rural life, 
who love it and who can contribute 





substantially to its development. 





MADRID TRAFFIC RUNS WILD 


RAFFIC in Maérid is one of the 
few complexities of Spanish life 
that the Government of Primo 

de Rivera has not undertaken to 
smooth out, and it is one that to a 
visitor seems peculiarly in need of 
reform, Pedestrians, street cars, 
automobiles, victorias, ox teams, 
burros, mule teams and arrieros go 
their several ways; and while there 
are “traffic laws, nobody. seems - to 
know them. 

Along the Paseo de la Castellana, 
the finest and most popular’ boule- 
vard of Madrid, all the city passes. 
The street cars go down on the left- 
hand side of the streets and up on 
the right... Victorias follow. the same 
general direction, provided they hold 
to their guiding line, the curbstone. 
Private cars go up-.and down in 
either direction, depending upon the 
skill. of the chauffeur. Ox teams 
go down boths ways or u}. both ways, 
their route dependont upon the driv- 
er’s fancy or the mood of the gentle 
bovines. 


The lumbering carts, when they 
move ‘at all, usually choose the car 
track as the line of: Jease resistance.

No street letter-boxes. are in evi- 
dence, nor do there seem to be any 
postoffice branches, though the city 
boasts of nearly a million people. 
Post-boxes there are, to be sure, but 
they are coyly attached to the front 
ends of the street cars; something 
after the fashion of the blind man’s 
money can. To mail a letter there- 
fore means getting.a car stopped 
long enough to deposit it, That you 
may have your foot amputated or 
even, be decapitated is lost sight of 
in. your hasty attempt to get your 
letter in that box. 

Now,. here is the problem. Were 
there. traffic cops and signals, what 
would a motorman do when the sign 
flashes. ‘‘Go’’? at the very. moment 
when. a person is mailing a letter? 
Should the motorman fail to obey the 
signal at once he would run the 
risk of being fined, Yet, if he did 
obey he. would mow down a citi- 
zen. Lifting the lids of some boxes 
requires time and patience. 

A third problem harassing the 
visitor arises. from the fact that if a 
pedestrian and an auto: collide it is 
supposed to be the former's fault, 











regardless of evidence. This js in 





accordance with city. ordinances. 
Consequently, the driver sues the pe- 
destrian—that is, if the latter is still 
alive. In the event that he is killed 
it might be possible for the motorist 
to sue his estate, though no such 
case is recorded. Obviously, it be- 
hooves a mere humble stranger in 
Madrid to. give all. autoists a wide 
berth. The safest thing is to drive 
his own car and look out for himself. 

What makes the traffic seem 
doubly complex is the awkwardness 
in using the various Means of travel. 
When patronizing a. street car one 
finds it extremely difficult to. get 
out at the desired destination—un- 
less, that is, one knows the magic 
signal. for alighting. There -are no 
bells to ring. One. must. be | pre- 
pared therefore to give the univer- 
sal ‘‘Pst!’’ which in.

“But it takes more than fresh air 
and the songs of birds to build the 
type of rural civilization we all want. 
It takes’ rural statesmanship and co- 
operative self-help on the part of 
farmers themselves. . This calls for 
more than high-sounding essays. It 
demands constructive national poli- 
cies. It means that we must keep in 
the country more of those leaders 
who can contribute to the building up 
of our rural civilization. 

“‘Some of America’s greatest states- 
men, financiers, leaders have come 
from the country. Some of our 
dearest traditions are centred in the 
rural communities. The country will 
always be the source of this inspira- 
tion and this leadership. But we 
must ot rob rural life of its leader- 
ship to too great an extent. We must 
keep a great deal of it there to build, 
bit by bit, until our rural countryside 
has all the things that now attract 
many farmers to the city.” 

Secretary Jardine believes that in- 
dustrial development in the now pre- 
dominantly agricultural sections is 
highly desirable for both the rural 
and the urban population. Agricul- 
ture, he said, would benefit by such 
industrialization, not only because it 
would bring the market for staple 
crops near the farm, but also because 
it would stimulate: diversified farm-

“Tt should be the. aim of an agri- 
cultural policy,” replied the Secre- 
tary, “to provide economic opportu- 
nities in the country equal to those 
afforded ‘in cities for persons of com- 
parable ability. ‘Economic opportuni- 
ties in agriculture need not be con- 
fined to the operation of individual 
farms in the production of crops and 
live stock Scope for ability, train- 
ing and initiative will be found in 
the merchahdising of farm products 
through the cooperative business or- 
ganizations owned and controlled by 
farmers themselves. 

‘“Such organizations not only secure 
for the farmer higher net income by 
giving him more bargaining power in 
the market and more orderly dis- 
posal of his product, but they afford 
as well opportunities for the exercise 
of real business ability in the organi- 
zation and administration of farmer- 
owned business institutions. 

Separate Farm Problems. 

“Tt is well known that prices of 
farm products fell precipitiously af- 
ter 1920, while prices of things the 
farmer had to buy did not drop in 
proportion. Hence the disparity in 
the purchasing power of farm prod- 
ucts since 1920. This meant less net 
income in agriculture, more bank- 
ruptcies and foreclosures. Since the 
market value of farm property is de- 
termined by net {income in farming 
and by an expected rise in future 
values, it was inevitable that the 
farm values should decline rapidly. 

“The value of land and, buildings 
per acre of land in farms fell from an 
average of $69.38 in 1920 to $53.57 in 
1925, after having risen from $39.60 
in 1910. In the meantime the farm- 
er’s equity in his property was re- 
duced. Mortgage indebtedness of 
mortgaged farms operated by owners 
in 1910 was 27.3 per cent. of the total 
value, 29.1 per cent. in 1920 and 41.9 
per cent. in 1925. Farm property 
will rise in value with greater income 
in farming and higher hopes for the

“pais calls for a higher net income 
per farmer and a more efficient con- 
sumption—that is, better organiza- 
tion and better standards of values 
in consumption to secure greater 
satisfaction for each unit of income. 
In recent years much has been said, 
and properly, about the problem of 
securing a larger net income in ag- 
riculture. At the same time it is 
probable that. insufficient .attention 
has been paid to the question of se- 
curing..a.higher standard of con- 
sumption, a better standard of living 
on the available resources. To aid 
in the solution of this phase of the 
problem, we are devoting more at- 
tention than formerly to rural life 
and to home economics. 

“In recent years prices of major 
farm products have been on the 
whole relatively low compared with 
farm wages, taxes, farm machinery 
and, in fact, most of the things the 
farmer must buy. That means that 
costs have tended to rise faster than 
gross returns. We have, therefore, 
the problem of securing higher rela- 
tive prices of farm products. Impor- 
tant progress has been made in this 
direction since 1920. 


Freight and Middlemen. 


“The average purchasing power of 
farm products advanced from 69 per 
cent. in 1921 to 87 per cent. in July 
of this year, This progress has been 
gradual but not uninterrupted. The 
high cost of transportation and of 
middlemen service, including retail- 
ing, is an important factor in the 
spread between agricultural and in- 
dustrial prices. ‘There is still room 
for a great deal of improvement in 
the relation of agriculture to indus- 
trial prices, 

‘Reduction in. cost of production 
through more efficient farm opera- 
tion is of. course important in secur- 
ing greater net income per farmer. 
There has been.a lot of loose talk in 
this connection, especially by those 
who know little about the technical 
problems in agriculture. It is often 
asserted that agriculture is follow- 
ing . antiquated methods and has 
fallen far behind industry and com- 
merce in efficient production. This 
point of view.is both erroneous and 
damaging, in that it tends to create 
a false public estimate of the agri- 
cultural situation. Misinformed pub- 
lic opinion cannot be the source of 
sound public policy. 

“Facts prove that agriculture is 
using improved methods and becom- 
ing increasingly efficient. It is prob- 
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machine power. on Prost The num- 
ber of tractors on increased 
from 229,000 in 1920™to 608,000. in | 
1925, according to the census. Today 
there are probably 700,000 tractors on 
farms. 

“The progress in agricultural pro- 
duction in recent years has raised 
the question of the relation between 
added efficiency and increased out- 
put to the prices of farm products. 
Are the advantages due to increased 
efficiency offset by a reduced price 
per unit of product as a result of an 
increased total output? If so, the 
non-agricultural population and not 
the farmer would be the beneficiery 
of increased efficiency in farming.” 

Efficiency and Output. | 

While granting that this problem 
is worthy. of consideration, Secre- 
tary Jardine believes that it is much 
less important than some writers as- 
sert. He does not see in it 'a reason 
for less effort to improve’ farm pro- 
duction and to gain further effi- 
ciency in agriculture. There are 
those who appear to assume that we 
have progressed too rapidly in im- 
proving production, and that farmers 
would be as well off if they were less 
efficient on the whole, This. he re- 
gards as extreme and unwarranted. 

The problem, he concludes,. de- 
mands better adjustment between ag- 
riculture and other groups, and does 
not call for a diminution in efforts 
to become more efficient. Under 
present conditions he considers it un- 
wise to brin® more land into use. 
Farmers would be better off if less 
land were in cultivation, if the poor- 
er land were in grass or timber. We 
should not spend public money, he 
added, to bring swamps and desert 
lands into cultivation so long as land 
that is as good as nature made it 
does not yield satisfactory returns to 
the producer. 

“Technical progress in produc- 
tion,’”” continued Secretary Jardine, 
‘is certainly keeping up with the 
increase in population and increase 
in consumption. So long as that is 
the case we should centre our atten- 
tion on the problem of securing sat- 
isfactory income from the land al- 
ready in cultivation. An acre of 
poor farm land put back into forest 
is a greater asset to the country 
than an acre of desert or swamp 
land put. under the plow. 

“Future generations will probably 
have need for land which we cannot 
farm profitably now. In the mean- 
time, we should classify ‘our land 
scientifically and lay plans for bring- 
ing what is now inferior land into 
cultvation in an orderly manner— 
when. we shall need it.

Jardine’s Program. 

First. The organization of farmers 
along commodity lines. The ultimate 
object is to help farmers attain bet- 
ter bargaining power through coop- 
erative business organization “built 
from the bottom up.” Farmers have 
next to nothing to say about the 
price of their products. Acting to- 
gether, they might have a great deal 
to say, if they would, he says, “‘for- 
get any petty quarrel between local 
leaders and organizations and fedér- 
ate their locals into regional and na- 
tional organizations capable of han- 
dling large volumes of business.” 


Second. Recognition of the respon- 
sibility of the public in helping farm- 
ers to reduce the price fluctuations 
resulting from unavoidable surpluses 
and shortages, and to adjust produc- 
tion to demand. The farmer cannot 
avoid a surplus due to exceptionally 
favorable weather, and a surplus 
should not be permitted to depress 
the price to a point where ‘the 
farmer in effect not only receivés no 
additional returns from ‘this sur- 
plus, but is obliged to pay for the 
privilege of giving it away.’* 

Secretary Jardine proposes that this 
responsibility should be recognized 
by creating a Federal Farm Board 
clothed with broad legal authority. 
But he would not put the Govern- 
ment into the business of buying and 
selling farm products. 

Third. Economic research as a 
basis for e strong statistical service 
to enable the Farm Board, individual 
farmers and their business organiza- 
tions to judge more accurately pres- 
ent and future conditions of supply 
and demand; and to adjust produc- 
tion to demand. Research bearing 
specifically on the problem of stabil- 
izing the farm prices is urged as a 
major part of the proposed program, 
The Secretary says 
“It is a proper function of Govern- 
ment to provide the facts with the 
proper interpretation made available 
to all, to serve as a guide for the 
future.” 

Fourth. Public creait in the form 
of a revolving fund administered by 
the Farm Board for the purpose of 
holding a part of the crop from sea- 
son to season, or from one year to 
the next, to reduce fluctuations in 
price. The revolving fund is not pro- 
posed as a gift in disguise, but as a

of Montfort, near , made on be- 
half of the Metropolitan*® ‘Museum of 
Art of New York. 

For more than six centuries, from 
its fall in 1271 until 1926, Montfort 
Castle was left undisturbed, and when 
excavations were finally undertaken 
it was only in the hope that ‘speci- 
mens of crusading armor might be 
discovered. Most of the castle was 
in ruins. The woodwork, .as. was 
found by W. L. Calver, the field 
director, had been’ ‘burned by the 
Saracens; many of the walls had 
fallen and little was unearthed that 
could be added to the museum’s col- 
lection of armor. What’ the findings 
did show was that the complaint of 
William, Archbishop of Tyre, the 
medieval historian, had been correct; 
the Crusaders had not been on a 
perpetual pilgrimage and at times 
must have enjoyed almost as much 
comfort as did their contemporaries 
in. Western Europe: 

William had noted, about the middle 
of the twelfth century, that the king- 
dom of the West in the Hast was be- 
ginning to tremble. He thought it 
was because the invaders in the East 
had forsaken God and were in turn 
being forsaken by Him; that the 
princes of the West were no longer 
giving themselves up wholly to the 
crusade. 

A peace party, which saw no need 
for continuous warfare, was, in fact, 
springing up under the leadership of 
Raymond of Tripoli. The laxity of 
the Eastern sun had begun to affect 
the knights, who desired also, per- 
haps, to pursue art and literature— 
which could not very well be done in 
the midst of battle. They made their 
castles, churches and monasteries as 
much like those at home as. they 
could, and settled down to peaceful 
activity or inactivity. 


Training for Knighthood. 


Songs and history show life there 
to have been not unlike that of the 
West. The young knight, as a poten- 
tial ruler, spent his early years at 
his father’s castle, learning to hunt, 
hawk and ride; then was sent to the 
castle of a king for further training. 
When he had finished his courtly 
training he returned to the family 
castle. There was, it is true, a cer- 
tain amount of fighting to be done, 
but the pastimes of the period were 
many — tournaments, hunting and 
games; in the evenings the singing 
of the minstrels. 

This appears to have been the state 
of affairs at the time the Saracens 
were gathering their forces for at- 
tack. When Bibars, a relentless foe 
of the Franks, became Sultan in 1260, 
he took up with fresh vigor the cam- 
paign against the Crusaders. Wher- 
ever he went he burned and pillaged. 
Although Montfort Castle withstood 
one siege, it eventually fell. 

The site, according to Dr. Bashford 
Dean, curator of arms and armor of 
the Metropolitan Museum, proved an 
excellent one for the castle’s° medi- 
eval occupants. Montfort was reared 
on an abrupt shoulder of a hill, jut- 
ting out between the arms of the 
Wady Kurn.

paintings were eaten by decay. But 
from such fraxments as remain Dr. 
Dean draws the conclusion that the 
knights of Montfort were living on 
a high material level. 

Glass is apt to be as good evidence 
of their luxury as any, for armies 
on the march or accustomed to the 
rigors of warfare are not usually 
well provided with it. In Montfort 
pieces of glass and fragments of 
ornaments were found. 

Well Equipped With Bottles. 

There .were scraps of numerous 
bottles and flasks, showing the 
shape to have been somewhat. -simi- 
lar to -the. modern wine flask, the 
bottom rising a little within the 
eavity. In some cases the flasks 
Were oval in outline, the necks some- 
times short, sometimes long.

Traces, of stained glass windows 
were found in two of the chambers 
and in the.chapel.

The pieces show the glass 
to have been painted in grisaille, 
with bands and interlaced foliation, 
as well as human figures. A small 
fragment of a human head done in 
white glass grisaille is at present in 
the Metropolitan Museum. 

Finely Carved Markers.

, In. epposition:.to. these -elaborate 
plans for improving communication 
over,.and under, the Pacific, the 
Western. Union proposes in effect to 
revive a project that died a sudden 
death in 1866. In. thet year there 
terminated an- almost forgotten at- 


tempt by. the Western Union.to pro- 


vide communication between Ameri- 


‘ca and Europe—not by a direct At- 


time was. ruinous to the industry as 
a whole. 

Telegraph and cable rates have, be~ 
come standard almost the world 
over. In America, privately. owned 
companies compete vigorously in 
point of speed, accuracy and the 
thousand and one ways by which the 
American public is ‘emeouraged to 
maintain its record ‘as a tWser 
wire services. The Mackay compa- 
nies propose to heighten this com- 
petition: by becoming. the world’s 
first organization to operate both 
radio and wire systems. 


Radio Extensions. 


In the United States, the Mackay 
companies: want to establish a net- 
work of radio circuits that will serve 
as extensions or ‘‘feeders’’ to their 
present wire system. At present the 
Mackay ,comtpanies operate chiefly 
between thé larger cities of the coun- 
try where the greatest volume of 
telegraphic traffic originates. It is 
left to the Western Union, through 
its contracts with the railroad con» 
panies and other facilities, to provide 
service for less important points. It 
would be an economic impossibility 
for the Postal Company to. construct 
wire systems to these frequently re- 
mote points, and now it proposes to 
reach them with the radio, ‘To this 
end it has bought patent rights and 
provided manufacturing facilities. It 
awaits only the approval of the Fed- 
eral Radio Commission and other 
regulatory bodies to cstablish its pro- 
posed system. 

In thus committing itself to the use 
of radio thé Postal hag employed 
the time-honored strategy of making 
an ally of a rival. Its policy is at 
variance with that of the Western 
Union, whose head, Newcomb Carl 
ton, has been outspoken in. delimit- 
ing the value of wireless in commer- 
cial transmission of messages. How- 
ever, the Mackay companies will use 
the radio not to supplant but to sup- 
plement their wire and ‘cable -sys- 
tems. They will retain -the advan- 
tages of the older methods and en- 
joy the benefits that. may . accrue 
to radio operation. Not the least 
interesting of the results of this de- 
cision will be the entrance. of the 
Mackay companies into competition 
with the Radio Corporation of Amer- 
ica for transoceanic and ship-to-land 
business. 

For many years the Commercial 
Pacific Cable Company, through 
which the Mackay interests operate, 
has owned the only telegraphic link 
under the Pacific between the United 
States and Asia. There is an ‘‘all- 
Red” or British Imperial cable link- 
ing Canada, Australig and New 
Zealand, but this has not competed 
with the Commercial Cable. In re- 
cent years the Radio Corporation of 
America has operated wireless ser- 
vice between America and Japan, 
but has not established a station in 
China. 


Supplementing the Cable. 


The Commercial Cable and the Ra- 
dio Corporation compete in providing 
service to the Hawaiian Islands, the 
Philippines and Japan, but the Com- 
mercial Cable Company has: yet: to 
feel in the Pacific the effects of a 
rival cable system direct to the Far 
East and providing the regularity 
of service associated with a wire 
system. It is such a rival that the 
Western Union proposes to provide 
at a cost of from betweeri $10,000,000 
and $15,000,000. 

As a counterstroke, the Commer- 
cial Cable Company proposes to build 
a chain of radio stations over the Pa- 
cific on the routes of its present 
cable clear to China. Other Ameri- 
can interests may have hdd difficulty 
in making contact with troubled 
China, but the Commercial ‘Cable ‘of- 
ficials are confident that their estab- 
lished rights in Shanghai will stand 
them in good stead when the. time 
comes to build a radio station there. 

The Mackay interests have. never 
publicly attributed to the radio all 
the advantages its supporters ‘claim 
for it in the field of commercial com- 
munication. They feel, however, that 
as an auxiliary to a cable system it 
will be of the greatest value. ‘They 
will use their Pacific radio to lighten 
the burden of traffic on the cable at 
times v-nen congestion is. greatest, 
and also as an alternate means of 
communication in’ ¢ase of altera- 
tions or repairs to the cable system. 
The radio will also prove valuable 
in transmitting the ‘deferred or 
cheaper classes of traffic that other- 
wise might interfere with transmis- 
sion of fast or full-rate messages. 

By-..acquiring the. Federal Tele- 
graph Company of California the 
Mackay interests have gained con- 


‘ 


‘}tantic cable but by an “overian?’ 


route through Alaska, the Bering 
Straits and Siberia. Again history 
will repeat itself, for the route con- 
sidered for the new Pacific cable for 
@ great part of the way follows un- 
der water the deviations of the 
“overland” route. 

Starting from.Seattle, the proposed 
Western Union cable would run up 
the Pacific Coast to the Aleutian Is- 
lands off Alaska; thence to Hakodate 
in Japan, Shanghai in China and 
Manila in the Philippine Islands. It 
would follow a “‘great cirele’’ route of 
7,100 miles, considerably shorter than 
the route followed by the Commercial 
Pacific Cable. 

In an extreme instance the West- 
ern Union might follow a _ route 
paralleling’ the’’"Commercial Cable, 
but the Western Union is now nego- 
tiating landing rights with Oriental 
countries in the confident expectation 
that it will be able to fulfill its plans, 
for the shortest cable link between 
America and the Far East. 

This short route mieans not only a 
cost of $10,000,000 as compared with 
$15,000,000 for the longer route but 
also higher speed in transmission. 
The shorter the distance the higher 
the speed is an axiom of telegraphy. 
A permalloy cable with the relay 
points provided in the northern route 
would make possible a speed of about 


2,500 letters a minute in each direc-/ 


tion for the Western Union’s cable. 
This would surpass many times the 
best efforts of present radio or cable 
companies in the Pacific. 


Politics in the Orient. 


However, in all projects for improv- b Vid 


ing communications in the Pacific 
there is the factor of Oriental. poli- 
tics. This may be resolved into the 
problem presented by many warring 
factions in China and the Japanese 
Government’s apparent preference 
for radio as opposed to cable com- 
munications. The fact that Japanese 
telegraph systems are Government- 
owned and that the Japanese Govérn- 


ment is not in a position to lay ex-}: 


pensive cables is also to be considere¢ 
in the situation. 

Both the Western Union and the 
Mackay interests base their Pacific 
plans on increase in trade between 
Am and the Orient. ‘There is, 
however, another aspect in the situa- 
tion, In the recent; disorders in 
China Washington officials found 
their means of keeping contact, with 
the situation inferior to those of 
London ahd other European centres. 
Three cable.or.telegraph companies, 
with several series of cables at their 
disposal, “provided .communication 
between. Europe and China at that 
time. Direct communication be- 
tween China and America was_pro- 
vided by a single cable. This situa- 
tion would be greatly improved on 
completion of.the.proposed projects. 

When Perry McD. Collins, Ameri- 
can commercial agent to Russia, pro- 
posed in 1861 an overland telegraph 
system via .the.Bering Straits his 
plan seemed feasible. The Russian 
Government began Duilding a line 
across Siberia on a route followed in 
large part today by the Great. North- 
ern Telegraph Company, a Danish 
company that provides an overland 
wire route between Europe and the 
Far East. 


The Atlantic Rival. 


With the encouragement of Con- 
gress and Secretary of State Sew- 
ard, the Western Union sent out an 
expedition from San Francisco to 
build a line to Russian America, as 
Alaska was then known, which would 
connect with the Siberian system. 
But while the Western Union rushed 
preparations for the _ project the 
Great Eastern, mammoth steamship 
of its day, lay in its dock swallowing 
coil after coil of an Atlantic cable 
destined to set the overland -project 
at naught. The ships of the expedi- 
tion to Russian America had hardly 
started before the Great Eastern had 
laid this cable and also put into op- 
eration another cable that had lain 
broken for a year on the bed of the 
Atlantic,

Situation Here and in Germany. 


Out of the whole array of prob- 
lems I should like to single out one 
particular phase: the German e:o- 
nomic situation, present. and future.

The principal differences are of 
two kinds: first, economic, owing to 
the nature of the two countries; sec- 
ond, political, and therefore subject 
to the tendencies of the times and 
to the varying influences of certain 
groups in each country. 

You have in your country practi- 
cally all the raw materials that are 
required for the needs of the civil- 
ized world of today. In.an amazing 
manner there has been developed a 
uniformity of taste and of needs in 
the whole nation. You have been 
able to raise the standard of living 
of your population by means of a 
mobilization of your natural re- 
gources. You are today the country 
with the largest purchasing power 
in an area of very wide geographic 
limits. 

Germany, the industrial heart of 
Europe, is pleced within the boun- 
daries of a territory little smaller 
than Texas, surrounded by other na- 
tions. _Germany is poor in raw. ma- 
terials. Consequently she has to im- 
port them, convert them into manu- 
factured products and then export 
them. Her soil is none too fertile 
. Germany has to import about.25 per 
cent. of her foodstuffs, although 
through intensive agriculture the 
yield per acre is much larger than in 
(America. These imports of foodstuffs 
can only be paid for through the ex- 
port of manufactured goods. 

I should like to call particular at- 
tention to this difference, because it 
4s of prime importance, 

Readjustments in Germany. 

Germany, like most countries in 
Europe with a long history and old 
traditions, has developed a differen- 
tiation in tastes which is a severe 
bandicap for industrial production. 

Wear, inflation and the deflation 
that necessarily followed have caused 
three definite changes: 

In the year 1924, after the infla- 
tion period was over, Germany in all 
sections lacked sufficient capital. It 
‘was a case of extreme anemia. 

Inflation had forced industrial de- 
velopments into channels that were 
mot economical. Consequently, since 
1924 it has become necessary com- 
pletely to reorient both capital and 
workers. ‘This period of readjust- 
ment may be considered as about 
three-quarters finished. The process

to Japan. Seventy-one years ago Har-} 


ris landed’ at Shimada, entrusted with 
a mission of the highest diplomatic 
importance, that of concluding, a 
treaty which should open up the 
Mikado’s “empire for trade with 
America. It took him two years to 
break through the barrier between 
East and West, but he did it. 
Commodore Perry may have’ swung 
ajar the door’ to Japan with his war- 
ships, But, as ‘one noted writer has 
put it, Townsend Harris. kept it open. 
He faced rebuff and peril alike with 
unswerving purpose. He intended to 
make Japan and America friendly, 
and he succeeded, yet the story of 
his labors and ultimate triumph to- 
day remains generally unknown. 
Commodore Perry met hint in Can- 
ton soon after his memorable visit to 
the island ‘kingdom, and wrote: to 
Washington that he had found the 
right»man to take-up the work of 
bringing Japan into. touch with the 
Western world. Already Harris had 
shown himself possessed of marked 
ability. Born. in 1804 at Sandy Hill, 
Washington County, N. Y., he had 
moved to New York City at an early 
age and: had entered business. As 
President of the: Board.of,Education 
he had ‘campaigned: unceasingly for 
free higher education with the-result 
that he became the founder,of; the. 
Free Academy, now the College of 
the City of New York. A few years 
later/found him trading in the seas 
of the’ East in his own vessel, calling 


at many a strange port and studying}

President 
Pierce chose him for the new office 
of Consul General to Japan.

The 
present tendency—which has. yet. to 
run its course—is to convert the as- 
sociations and cartels, and ‘what was 
left. of. the inflation trusts, into vast 
coordinated organizations which 
would. substitute central’, financial, 
technical, production and price con- 
trol for the voluntary agreements of 
individual . firms. 

The Big German Groups. 

Over the) many new corporate com, 
‘binations” that have recently been 
formed several tower to as a a 
heights: 

The Chemical Trust (Siteeaediinme: 
meinschaft Farben-Industrie, com- 
monly referred to as the ‘I. G.’’) 
controls practically the entire out- 
put-of-German--dyes-and chemicals, 
fertilizers,. drugs, photographic ma- 
terials. and explosives. It is also 
heavily interested, in artificial silk, 
sand: next year it proposes to manu- 
facture. about.one-fifth of Germany’s 
,Sasoline, supply out of brown coal. 
This vast corporate combination was 
put together early last year and rep- 
resents the welding of six big firms 
which, in turn, represented _amalga-: 
Amations of scores. of -separate .com- 
-panies. previously operating under a 
wide. range. .of...cartel.and other 
agreements. , 

Phe! United Steel Works (Vereins| 
igte Stahlwerke) formed in May of 
last year is a fusion of six of Ger- 
many’s largest producers of steel— 
the formerly separate concerns of 
‘Thyssen,; Gelsenkirchen; ‘ Deutsch- 
Bochumer.......Verein,.

score of branches of the coal tar 
tree—chemicals and fertilers. The 
leading electrical firms goin for elec- 
tric.metallurgy and the manufacture 
nf machinery.as well as for the pro- 
duction of power. 

As in Germany, combination seem 
to have gone furthest in the chemical 
industry. Two concerns “now abso- 
lutely dominate the heavy chemicals 
trade—the Kuhimann and St. Go- 
bain companies. The Kuhlmann firm 
operates directly as many as twenty 
plants, in various’ parts of France, 
has large holdings in twelve other 
French-’ and three foreign chemical 
companies, and, by the absorption 
three years ago of the concern which 
produced 80 per cent. of the dyestuffs 
of France, now dominates that field. 
St. Gobain runs twenty-four chemicai 
works under its own management; 
‘obtains its raw material frém its own 
phosphate mines in France, Belgium 
and Tunisia, from its pyrite mines 
in Frace and Spain and from its salt 
and lignite mines. 


The Iron and Steel Industry. 


In the iron and steel industry, 
where..agreements..and..cartels .had 
already made headway before the 
war, concentration of ownership has 
made great strides. A small number 
of huge concerns now dominate the 
field, which is highly integrated from 
ore to. finished products. Besides its 
diversified operations in France, the 
Schneider firm has interests that. 
are widely woven into the industrial, 
fabric .of Central and.Southeast.Eu-_ 
rape.and in South America; through 
@ holding. company. it participates in 
the Skoda .group,,.the Polish Huta- 
Bankowa " interegts;’ ‘in’ “Polish and 
Rumanian oil fields* And other “un- 
dertakings. The de Wendel, Home- 
court, Longwy, Pont-a-Mousson and 
de Firminy concerns are all modeled 
on the same complex pattern.

England, however, even before the 
war had progressed well beyond the 
stage (of free) competition. Trade 
agreements. between a large number 


‘of otherwise independent concerns 


flourished in almost every industry 
and brought.a semblance of stability 
into prices and production. But they 
were continually breaking down un- 
der the stress of changing economic 
conditions an@ few of them led to 
actual combinations. 

Sinice. the war—with a few notable 
exceptiong—England has remained in 
the..stage of individual production, 
modified by trade“agreements. Some 
of the units have grown to huge 
concerns,, but it has been mainly 
through ‘the expansion of their own 
business rather than through amal 
gamation. Iron and steel, coal, tex- 
tiles, machinery,,: electrical equip- 
ment, power—no one of them is dom- 
inated by any single concern or al- 
liance of firms.. 

The exceptions to the rule in Eng- 
land, however, furnish some of the 
most striking..examples of big busi- 
ness combinations in the world. In 
the field: of. chemicals, for instance, 
Sir Alfred Mond and his associates 
have built a far-flung economic em- 
pife that dominates the British mar- 
Ket and reaches its organization into 
évery- corner of the globe. The Im- 
péerial Chemical Industries is an 
@Malgamation of four concerns 


4 which ‘were themselves. great corpo- 


rate combinations: Brunner Mond 
and United Alkali Companies, a fu- 
sion. of five companies and of forty- 
eight individual concerns respective- 
ly, which control the bulk of the 
English chemical output; the British 
Dyestuffs Corporation, a union of 
three companies, handling in all 
about 70 per cent. of the trade; and 
Nobel Industries, the great explosives 
trust of twenty-two companies, which 
has obtained @) complete monopoly 
in its field. 

The: latter <company alone has 
widely ramified connections: it is 
closely associated with the du Pont 
Combine of America, has direct fi- 
nancial interests in Belgium, France, 
Germany»and Spain, and, with the 
de Beers Gonsolidated Mines, con- 
trols the "South African explosives 
market. It also has substantial hold- 
ings in a variety of other firms, in- 
cluding General Motors, the Dunlop 
Rubber and other companies. Brun- 


ner Mond is also a large stockholder 
in .the, American Allied Chemical 
Cérpération,. of which Sir”. Alfred 
Mond is a director. 


. In Other Industries. 
The Dunlop Rubber Company itself 


}is a merger of seventeen companies 


which produces more than 90 per 
cent. of the national output of tires. 
It owns large factories in the United 
States,, France and, Germany und 
makes’ a large pert.of its own re 
quirements of raw rubber, cotton 
fabric, rims and wheels.

_ Subsequently the cart and stage

In Tue Tres of Oct. 2 I find a 
description of your reporter's sensa- 
tions when riding’ through the Hol- 
land Vehicular Tunnel under the 
Hudson River, and I note that he 
features the observation that there 
are no sensations in the ears when 
descending to the lowest level of the 
tube. He attributes this to the very 
gradual change in altitade.

of commercial’ and - long-distance 
routes, depends to' ‘an ‘almost incal- 
culable extent on the development of 
radio for planes. While we did not’ 
use radio directly on our flight to: 
Berlin, we did put it to very good 
use indirectly. When we sighted a 
ship we came close to the water and 
circled until we weré sure that we 
had. been: recognized|'and that our 
position ‘would. be reported. 

When we'planned the flight we in- 
tended ‘to:.use radio, but when we 
finally. selected. our. route we found 
that.it: would, take: us several hun- 
dred miles: off ship, Janes.. As our 
transmitter had a daylight radius of 
only. about :two hundred: miles, we 
decided ‘that it would be useless to 
carry the extra weight when it would 
be of no hélp to us if we were forced 
to make a Janding:on' the water. 

The Berlin flight, however, deter- 
mined mein one thing: If I should 
ever attempt to repeat it in the: fu- 
ture I would insist that the plane be 
equipped with adequate radio instal- 
lation, By! adequate I:mean a trans- 
mitter with a sending radius of 500 
miles or more, There has been: con- 
siderable discussion over. the: added 
weight with which radio. burdens the 
plane. The set we planned to use 
would have reduced our ‘flying range 
by not more than 150 miles. If it 
comes to a question of 150 miles or 
safety, and if the future of aviation 
depends on the answer, I should say 
safety and radio with the shorter 
flying range. 

Aids Flying in Fog. 

T want to enlarge on my statement 
that the development of aviation 
awaits the development of radio. 
Even if flying conditions were ‘al- 
ways excellent, radio would make 
long-distance flights more practica- 
ble; but when flights must be made 
through storms, fog, heavy weather 
and darkness, and when sudden 
changes of weather may be encoun- 
tered at any time during the flight, 
radio is almost indispensable. 

One of the great dangers of flying 
when the pilot cannot see the ground 
beneath him is that he miay lose all 
sense of direction. This is especially 
true of flying long distances through 
fog. Any flier, under such circum- 
stances, must depend on his instru- 
ments. If the pilot is an inexperi- 
enced instrument flier he may find 
himself in all sorts. of difficulties 
when he is flying through fog atid 
has no fixed points to guide him. 
The same~thing sometimes. happens 
to the most experienced instrument 
flier after he has. been flying 
through fog for long periods. This 
may sound strange, but it is true, 
nevertheless, for he has no accurate 
means of estimating the distance he 
is drifting off his course due to side 
winds, and it is only through the use 
of something on the order of a radio 
compass or radio position reports 
that he will be enabléd.to guide, his 
plane accurately. 


A pilot flying through fog must 
keep his eyes fixed constantly on his 
instruments. As the instruments are 
grouped at the present.time this is 
exceptionally difficult, as it. compels 
him to keep his eyes constantly shift- 
ing from one side of the board to the 
other. With a regrouping of his in- 
struments so that all directional in- 
struments.read in a vertical line and 
all other instruments read in a hori- 
zontal line, when the plane is on its 
course, and the installation of radio 
compasses, the pilot would have two 
excellent methods of keeping his 
course. Under such a grouping the 
radio compass would form the key 
instrument, for, while it registered 
correctly, the pilot would know that 
he was pointing straight. to his ob- 
jective. 


Checks True Course. 


One can readily see.the value. of 
such an instrument when flying 
through fog or through heavy 
weather or in the night when the 
stars are hidden by clouds. Under 
these conditions the plane might be 
flying in ‘a*stcaight.lJine according to 
the directional instruments,‘but wind 
drift might be carrying it many miles 
off its truescourse for each hour that 
the ship’ was in the air. With the 
ba-Ket tomer) this would be impos- 
sible, as the’ minute»the plane left 
its true course the fluctuation of the 
instrument or the’ intensity of the 
signal,..in.case the pilot was using 
ear phones, would warn him that ‘he 
was going off at an angle. 

With the development of radio bea- 
cons and airplane, transmitting and 
sending sets, flying would” become 
even more safe than it is at the pres- 
ent time. The pilot, in keeping his 
course, would not be troubled so 
much by flying conditions, as he 
would be warned’ by radio that he 
was deviating from his objective 
when his ship started off its course. 
I don’t say that radio will make com- 
mercial flights over great distances 
possible. That depends on the devel- 
opment of aviation and the advance- 
ment of aeronautical engineering. 
Radio cannot design and build 
planes, but it can and will guide 
them after they are built. 

On our flight we got along quite 
well without it, although we did use 
it indirectly whenever the opportuni- 
ty presented itself; but there were 
long hours when we were trying to 
find our way through fog and storm 
during which I would have felt more 
comfortable with radio equipment. If

Radio Equipment in Europe. 
The United States justly prides 
itself on its Bir mail routes. Europe 
has nothing like; them; but in one 
respect Europe ‘has ™ outdistanced 


building up of passenger “and!.com- 
mercial lines. 
Europe I visited a great number of 
the principal airports and factories. 

These visits convinced ‘me ‘that Eu- 
ropean countries are aware of the 
importarice of radio in’ aviation and 
are using it to its fullest’ extent. The 
foreign countries aré devoting time, 

thought and money inthe develop- 
ment of radio.as applied to. aviation. 
The big, commercial countries, have 
all recognized its importance, and. I: 
found that it was customary, for them. 
to equip their planes with radio,,ap- 
paratus.:.In this way they keep their 
pilots informed of weather conditions 
along their routes. This information 
aids them. in maintaining schedules. 
with a remarkable degree of accu- 
racy. 

Before commercial aviation in this 
country can.set up and. maintain. 
schedules that are comparable with 
those maintained by railroads, avia- 
tion must be linked to radio. .We 
have the pilots. We have the planes. 
All. we need is radio. At present we 
have advanced as far as we may 
safely go, without it. Radio, perhaps, 
would not be necessary if flying were 
to remain a rich man’s pastime or a 
popular fad and pilots only flew in 
good weather. But aviation is the 
means of communication and trans- 
portation of the future, It has come 
to, stay, and commercial companies 
entering the fieldof-air transporta- 
tion must be prepared to send their 
planes out in any kind of weather. 
They must be able to maintain 
schedules. For these reasons it is 
essential that radio be linked \with 
aviation, as it will make it possible 
for the pilot to fly in all ‘kinds of 
weather and to maintain his sched- 
ule. Radio beacons will chart his 
course and radia» weather reports 
wilk-enable him to pick. out the best 
flying route. ; 

‘One thing that interests me "greatly 
and which will prove of great value 
to aviation is a method-of-informing 
the pilot by radio just how high he 
is above the ground that he is flying 
over. We have altimeters for telling 
us how high we are above sea level 
or our starting’ point; but-even. these 
altitude readings may vary: several 
hundred feet from the true height 
due to differences in...barometric 
pressure. This difference may not 
amount to much when one is flying 
high, but it may cause considerable 
difficulty when a pilot is making a 
landing in heavy weather. Such a 
device would be of great advantage, 
and.I trust that the near future will 
see it developed to the point where 
it is in common use on all planes.

Picks Up Preliminary Distress Signal and Rings 
Bell—Selector Ignores All Other Radio Waves

received its first public. demonstra- 
tion in New York last week, com- 
prise @ specially designed three-tube 
receiver and a selector hooked up on 

- one circuit. The function of the de- 
vice ig to call radio operators to duty 
by a preliminary alarm signal pre- 
ceding an S O 8. 

Under Statutory Rules and Orders 
1927, No. 529, of the British Govern- 
ment all British ships are required 
to sent twelve four-second dashes, 
with intervals of one second between 
dashes, in the space of one minute. 

. The same statute requires that Brit- 
ish ships in Class 2 be equipped 
within one year with approved auto- 
matic devices for intercepting these 
signals. Class 2 comprises those 
English vessels having crews of more 
than 50 and less than 200 men. 

The operation of the alarm is en- 
tirely automatic. It is controlled by 
a three-position switch, two posi- 
tions of which are for the ship’s or- 
dinary wireless equipment and direc- 
tion-finding apparatus. ‘“hen the 


-operator goes off duty the switch is. 


shifted to its third position, which 
governs the alarm device. The sig- 
nals are intercepted by the ship’s 
antenna and pass through the spe- 
cially constructed three-tube receiver. 
The first tube is an ordinary detec- 
tor. The second is an audio tube and 
the third tube is a special four-ele- 
ment tube. The second grid of this 
tube is connected to the selector 
which operates a polarized relay. 


When the receiver has picked up 
three four-second dashes the circuit 
operating the selector is automatic- 
ally closed and signal bells in the op- 
erator’s sleeping quarters on the 
bridge and other parts of the ship 
start ringing. These bells continue to 
ring until the operator returns to the 
operating room and pulls the switch 
cutting in the ship’s wireless set. 


Set Tuned to 600 Meters. 


The receiver is designed to cut out 
interference and signals on wave 
lenghts other than the 600-meter 
band and is sensitive to any wave 
within 2% per cent. of 600 meters, 
the limits of error which are now al- 
lowed in the tuning of transmitting 
instruments on ships. The signals 
received are passed on to the se- 
lector, which picks out the four-sec- 
ond dashes above any other signal. 

The movements of the selector pro- 
vide for its accepting a:.dash as being 
intended to have a duration of four 
seconds if it continues for more than 
three seconds and less than five sec- 
onds. It will accept a space as being 
intended to have a duration of one 








second if it continues for more than 


|one-fifth ofa second and less than 


/seconds, It operates at’ the end 
of ‘the third consecutive dash that it 

pts, provided that it has accepted 
the intervening spaces. 


This allows the instrument a mar- | 


gin of safety that miakes it almost 
impossible for it to fail to pick up 
the ‘preliminary signal to the S O'S 
call, 
terference that it is impossible for 
the selector to work. on any other 
signal picked up by the receiver 
than the preliminary S 9 S call for 
which it is set. During the demon- 
stration, while one operator pressed 
the key sending out the four-second 
dashes at intervals of one second 
another operator sent out rapid 
bursts of code on an instrument 
linked up directly to the receiver cir- 
cuit. In this test the selector ignored 
the code and selected the signal for 
which it was set. Trial tests of the 
apparatus” have.shown, according to 
a representative of the Marconi Com- 
pany, that the selector will pick out 
the signal while three ships in the 
same vicinity are sending Morse on 
the same wave length. 


Installationn Is Fool-Proof. 


The timing of the various move- 
ments in ‘the selector is controlled 
through the delayed action of air 
dash-pots working against springs. 
This timing can be adjusted by the 
operator without opening the case of 
the selector. During these tests, 
when the instrument is being ad- 
justed, the operator may cut off the 
signal on the bridge by placing his 
hand on a push button switch fixed 
in the selector’s base This prevents 
the alarm bell from being rung while 
the ghip’s officers are engaged in 
making observations. Releasing pres- 
sure on the button throws the bridge 
alarm back in the circuit. 


*. A plunger switch, also fixed in. the 
selector’s base, permits the operator 
to adjust the timing through keep- 


‘ing one finger on the plunger while 


he makes the necessary corrections 
to the mechanism by inserting a key 
in three keyholes and altering the 
tension of the springs against which 
the air dash-pots work. 


A Marconi Company representa- 
tive, present at the demonstration, 
said that the installation is absolutely 
fool-proof and 98 per cent. efficient. 
He particularly stressed the factor 
of safety provided by the selector 
and pointed out that this margin 
permitted the instrument to pick out 
dashes and intervals that might all 
be too long or too short or even all 
jumbled together provided they came 
within the time limits. He said that 
more than 300 British ships are now 
being equipped with the apparatus 
and-that it had aroused wide interest 
in.American, shipping circles.

ACTIVITY INDICATED 
BY MANY CHANGES: 
HAT there is still plenty doing in 
the way of tinkering with the 
present temporary broadcasting 
set-up is shown by the numerous 
changes that have been authorized.

A gathering which in itself would

the:International Union of Scientific 
Radio Telegraphy, of which General 
Ferrie, in charge of radio in the 
French Army, is the President. Dr. 
L. W. Austin of the Bureau of 
Standards is the head of the Ameri- 
can section. Their deliberations, 
however, will have to do entirely 
with the physical and theoretical 
side of wireless. 

And finally, in connection with the 
assembling of the radio world in our 
national capital, will be a meeting of 
the Radio Division of the National 
Electrical Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion. One of the questions which 
this body will discuss in Washington 
will be the advisability of the num- 
bering of radio wave-lengths from 
one to ninety-six to do away with 
the bothersome kilocycles and me- 
ters. It is known that this will soon 
be brought te the attention of the 
Federal Radio Commission, © but 
whether or not it is to be considered 
by the international conference is 
not known. 





QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 





By ORRIN E DUNLAP JR. 


UESTION—I certainly would ap- 
A) preciate if if you could help me 

in solving ‘a radio problem. I 
own a five-tube Atwater Kent radio 
and this machine is located about 300 
feet from a local broadcasting sta- 
tion. I have an aerial of about 100 
feet, including. the. lead-in. The 
trouble is that I cannot tune out this 
local station,. and was. wondering if 
there was anything I could add to 
this machine to help me do this. Also 
this local station is really a nuisance 
and is being complained of from all 
parts of this city. Could any step be 
taken to make them stop broadcast- 
ing?—G. W. Answer—It is not an 
easy job to tune out a station so close 
to a receiver because the transmitter 
is grounded as is the receiving set, 
and it is practically a direct connec- 
tion between the two. installations. 
A. few suggestions that might help 
you are: Run the antenna at right 
angles to the aerial of the broad- 
caster and use a wave trap between 
the lead-in and the receiver. If that 
does not help try a vertical antenna. 
It may be necessary to completely 
shield the receiver, batteries and all 
wires leading to the set except the 
antenna wire, in order to stop the 
pick-up of energy except where it is 
desired in the antenna. 


Question—I have a superheterodyne 
using six 199 tubes. For a speaker I 
have always used a unit attached to 
my phonograph; however, lately I 
have been using a cone speaker. Now 
I find that the music has a ‘‘drum 
beat’? and is distorted unless I tune 
off the wave. Even then it is not 
satisfactory. Is this due to the fact 
that I am not using a power tube? 
(2) The manufacturers of the cone 
speaker say that the ‘“‘C’’ battery 
should be -10 volts for the 120-power 
tube and the tube manufacturers say 
that 22.5 volts of ‘‘C’’ battery is cor- 
rect. for the 120-tube when the plate 
voltage is 135. Which is correct? (3) 
Will a power tube eliminate the dis- 
tortion?—L. W. G. Answer—A power 
tube should improve the speaker op- 
eration. (2) Twenty-two and a half 
volts is correct. (3) No tube will 
eliminate distortion that occurs fur- 
ther ahead -in the receiver circuit; 
however, a power tube, properly 
biased, is-less liable to be overloaded. 
If the annoyance is a ringing sound 
it maybe a microphonic noise caused 
by mechanical vibrations jarring the 
elements of the tubes. Move the loud- 
speaker further away from the set. 


Question—My six-tube receiver is 
giving me trouble. In the-first place, 
it makes a noise which sounds simi- 
lar to the noise made when the leads 
from the ‘‘B” batteries are being at- 
tached to the receiver while the tubes 
are burning. This noise is so loud 
when the filament switch is first 
turned on that it is impossible for me 


jto hear the signals of a station. How- 


ever, when I finally tune ina sta- 
tion this noise quiets“down and{it is 





heard but faintly. Secondly, at times 
there is a noise which sounds like a 
factory whistle. All of this noise 
seems to come from the audio side, 
for when I turn off the three radio 
frequency tubes the noise still con- 
tinues. Another thing is that when I 
take the first or second radio fre- 
quency tube out of the set I can still 
hear the station coming through 
faintly. As I am anxious to get rid 
of this disturbance, I shall certainly 
appreciate it if you will let me know 
just how to proceed in order to lo 
cate this trouble.—E. F. Answer— 
The noise may be caused by jars 
which set the grid and plate of the 
tube in vibration. It may be that one 
of the tubes, especially the detector, 
is microphonic. Try ‘shifting the 
tubes around in the sockets. If you 
find that the tubes are not to blame 
try connecting the cores of the audio 
transformers with the ground bind- 
ing post. Look for a loose connec- 
tion, especially in the plate circuits. 
Try the loud-speaker further away 
from the set. 

Question—What type of power tube 
should be used in a reflex three-tube 
set? What ‘“‘B” and “‘C’” voltages 
would be necessary?—H. W. Answer 
—If the final audio stage is not re- 
flexed the 112-type power tube can 
be employed, otherwise it is not ad- 
visable to use a power tube in the 
circuit. (2) 135 volts ‘“‘B’”’ and 9 volts 
““C”’ is the 112-type is used. 


Question—Will you please send me 
a list of broadcasting stations which 
can be heard in New York on waves 
from 15 to 150 meters in length.

arrangement constitutes a distinct 
departure from ‘the conventional ra- 
dio tube construction, The ‘‘control 
grid’ element, which corresponds to 
the “‘regular’”’ grid.in receiving tubes 
of the:-type' now in general use, is 
connected to a terminal cemented to 
the top of the glass envelope. The 
ther grid element is known as the 
sereen grid,’ and is attached to a 
terminal] in the standard base in the 
conventional manner. - 


“Present radio sets will not be ren- 
dered obsolete whén this tube is 
placed on the market,” according’ to 
Elmer E. Bucher, representative of 
the Radio Corporation, “‘nor will its 
use Cause any revolutionary develop- 
ments.in the industry, It has been 


designed merely as a method of secur-’ 


ing improved ‘radio frequency ampli- 
fication.”’ 


Goldsmith’s Opinion. 


Dr. Alfred N. Goldsmith, chief 
broadcast engineer, commenting on 
the several applications of the new 
device, said, ‘“The four-element tube, 
which is still in the experimental 
stage, has been designed primarily 
for high voltage amplification in ra- 
dio frequency circuits. It has sev- 
eral distinct applications, two of 
which are as follows: first, when 
the ‘regular’ grid is connected to the 
coupling or tuning coil and. the 
proper ‘C’ and ‘B’ voltages applied, 
the tube becomes automatically neu- 
tralized, preventing what is known as 
‘feed-back,’ or the unstabilizing in- 
fluence found in conventional tube 
application. With the unbalancing 
influence thus removed, the receiver 
becomes very stable. Construction 
and operation are simplified. Thus 
the customary howls often caused by 
self-oscillation are entirely avoided. 


“The second application in radio 
frequency circuits is made with a re- 
versal of the grid connections,’’ he 
added. ‘‘When so used it is known as 
a ‘space-charge-grid’ tube. Its use 
in this manner affords a very high 
voltage amplification or effective sig- 
nal gain, the amount of which de- 
pends upon the coils with which it is 
used and various other details. In 
each application the. tube must be 
entirely shielded by a metal jacket, 
with the ‘regular’ or control grid 
passing out through a small hole 
in the top of the shield. Other pro- 
visions are that the control grid and 
plate wires from the tube be kept 
well separated. The metal shield 
must also be connected to either the 
positive or negative ‘A’ battery bind-- 
ing post on the tube socket.’’ 

In the first application of the UX- 
222, where automatic neutralization 
is secured, the control grid must be 
used with a “‘C” battery bias of from 
minus one to minus 1.5 volts. This 
is secured easily by adjustment of a 
potentiometer placed in the negative 
lead of the ‘‘A’’ circuit near the tube 
socket. The middle terminal of the 
potentiometer is connected to the 
control grid through the grid tuning 
coil. In addition, the screen grid 
must be connected to or biased by a 
45-volt positive battery. This may be 
secured by connecting to the 45-volt 
terminal of the tube plate battery. 
The recommended tube plate poten- 
tial in this case is 135 volts. 


A Second Application. 


In the second application to radio 
frequency circuits, where it is used as 
a space-charge-grid tube, the outer 
or screen grid becomes the control 
grid, which is biased with a ‘‘C’’ bat- 
tery from zero to 1.5 volts negative. 
The space-charge grid, or former 
control grid, then functions in an- 
other capacity and must be biased 
about 22.5 volts positive by connect- 
ing to the tube plate battery at that 
voltage tap. The recommended plate 
potential is 135 to 180 volts, the lat- 
ter voltage being used if the tube is 
used with resistance coupling in the 
plate circuit instead of the coupling 
by means of the conventional coil 
system. The resistances adapted for 
this use are between 100,000 and 250,- 
000 ohms, or one-tenth to one-quarter 
megohm. 

In regard to the amplification se- 
cured when properly connected to re- 
ceive the broadcast waves, the UX- 
222, if employed for self-neutraliza- 
tion, will increase the signal voltage 
about thirty to forty times, as com- 
pared with a five to seven voltage 
multiplication secured with the con- 
ventional general purpose receiving 
tube. On the other “and, when em- 
ployed as a space-charge-grid tube 
the received signal voltage may be 
increased by more than 150 times per 
stage. 

The UX-222 requires but 0.132 am- 
peres of filament current at a fila- 

| ment voltage of 3.3. Thus it may be 
easily operated from three dry cells 
connected in series, or two groups of 
; three cells connected in series, and 
finally, the groups connected in mul- 
tiple. The output voltage of such a 
cell group will be 4.5 volts, therefore 
a rheostat of from 9 to 10 ohms, 
which is provided with three ter- 
minals similar to. a potentiometer, 
can be connected with its full re- 
sistance in series with the ‘‘A’’ bat-

The general application of the UX- 
222 in the radio: industry’ is: still a’ 
matter of reflection, by engineers, as 
models of the tube have ‘only’re- 
cently been circulated among the li- 
censed manufacturers of the RCA for. 
consideration individually by engi- 
neers and designers of the com- 
panies. The shortcomings of the 
conventional three-element receiving 
tube is, perhaps, most greatly mani- 
fest in what is called interelectrode 
capacity, or the capacity between the 
electrodes themselves, plus the capac- 
ity between the more or less par- 
allel connection wires that make 
contact with the circuit through the 
base of the tube. This capacity ‘al- 
lows some of the energy of the plate 
circuit to be fed into the grid cir- 
cuit, tending to unbalance the circuit 
and create a state of oscillation: 
Such conditions are detrimental to 
the relaying action of the tube and 
may greatly distort the iricoming sig- 
nal. 

The detrimental effect of self-ca- 
pacity is said to be absent in the 
UX-222, because of the introduction 
of the fourth element, the screen- 
grid. When properly biased on all 
grid elements, the tube will not: only 
operate totally without - oscillation, 
but will also multiply the signal be- 
ing received from four to’five ‘times 
as much as the general purpose am- 
plifier, the 201-A. This advantage is 
further accentuated in the detector 
tube by virtue of what radio engi- 
neers call the detector square law, so 
that the effective signal energy in 
the audio system may be several 
hundred times greate? than if the set 
used 201-A tubes throughout. Fur- 
thermore, it has been predicted that 
exceptional selectivity will be pos- 
sible because of the complete elimi- 
nation of interelectrode capacity. 





STORY OF COLUMBUS 
ON RADIO TUESDAY 


NN honor of Christopher Columbus, 
Henry Fisk Carlton has arranged 
for a dramatic presentation of 

‘“The Story of Columbus’’ by the Na- 
tional’ Players directed by Gerald 
Stopp in the ‘‘Great Moments in His- 
tory’? series over WEAF, WFI, 
WRC, WTAM, WWJ, WOC, and 
KSD on Tuesday, beginning at 8 
o’clock, 

The first scene will open in the 
Madeira Islands where Columbus 
sees a ship come in upon which ill- 
ness is rife. Columbus takes several 
of the sick members of the crew into 
his abode, and before the last survi- 
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vor ‘dies. ‘he relates how the vended 
was dtiven by an easterly wind for 
leche clght days until. it reached 
land. This strengthened Columbus’s 
belief that by sailing west, land would 
‘be discovered. It is generally be 
lieved that’ Columbus sought to ap- 
proach India by sailing west, but it 
is said that actually when’ Columbus: 
began his voyage he did so with the 
expectation of finding new land. ‘The: 
usual belief that Columbus was sail- 
ing for India by a new route. was 
probably predicated on the fact that 
after. sailing for so long a time he 
felt that he had arrived at: some 
point in India rather. than new land. 
The sailor’s tale fired his imagina- 
tion to such an extent that’ he sought 
aid in making the voyage., The King 
of; Portugal, first approached, would 
not lend him any aid and at. length 
he. turned to the royal “house of 
Spain. The King of Spain also re- 
fused aid .and Columbus . sought 
refuge ‘in’ a monastery where the 
prior had once been fathér ‘con- 
fessor to the Queen. The prior, im- 
pressed with Columbus’s earnestness, 
wrote a letter to the Queen, with the 
result that Columbus was granted an 
audience. After listening to him the 
Queen was ready to aid. ‘The Queen’s 
interest was considerably ‘cooled; 
however, by the many demands by 
Columbus for grants on the land he 
hoped, to discover. _When most of 
his demands were granted, prepara- 
tions were made for the voyage. 
With the assistance of three broth- 
ers, who. captained his ships, crews 
were assembled and the vessels 
sailed out on what was called ‘The 
Sea of Darkness.’’ They left the last 
known land, the Canary Islands, 
on Sept. 6. During the long voy- 
age;'Columbus had considerable dif- 
ficulty with the crew, and on one 
occasion a serious mutiny threat- 
ened, On.the night of Oct. 11, 1492, 
Columbus, who was standing. on the 
upper deck of his flagship, saw a 
moving light and the next day the 
lookout reported sighting land.

AIR BATTLE OVER TIMES SQUARE 
TO DEPICT RADIO’S ROLE IN WAR 





N air battle over Times Square, 
with communication between 
the aerial combatants and the 

ground forces established by radio, is 
to be one of the features in connection 
with the annual military tournament 
of the Military Athletic League at 
Madison Square Garden during Na- 
tional Guard Week, Oct. 17 to 22. 

This portion of the week’s program 
is indicative of the part radio plays 
in war today. For the most part 
the use of radio has been looked upon 
as a boon from the standpoint of en- 
tertainment and for commercial com- 
munication, but it has made great 
inroads into the old order of things 
in the military establishment. 


The Signal Corps, of course, al- 
ways has been the communicating 
branch of the army. Flags, tele- 
phones and telegraph have, up to 
recent times, been their stock in 
trade. With the advent of the radio, 
however, most of the old stand-bys 
have gone by the board, and com- 
munication by means of ether waves 
is rapidly replacing the older meth- 
ods. This applies, naturally, in even 
greater respect to the naval branch 
of the military establishment. Both 
the National Guard and the Naval 
Militia in this State have been pay- 
ing more than usual attention to 
radio. The 10ist Signal Corps Bat- 
talion, of which Major Andrew C. 
Otto Jr. is commander, occupies a 
large portion of the Seventy-first In- 
fantry Regiment Armory, at Thirty- 
fourth Street and Park Avenue, 
while the U. 8S. 8S. Illinois, in the 
North River, houses the radio corps 
and equipment of the Naval Militia. 


On Major Otto’s unit will fall the 
brunt of the radio work during the 
tournament at the Garden, which is 
being reconstructed to take care of 
the various angles of mimic warfare 
which are to be staged. The 10ist 
Battalion will send and receive mes- 
sages as the planes of the National 
Guard boom over Times Square, The 
same outfit will be on the ground 
during the tournament when the 
raids, the machine gun attacks, 
cavalry charges, tank onslaughts and 
all the other vivid portrayals of 
actual warfare are being staged. On 
the indoor field of battle the 101st. will 
have a series of adio transmitters 
and receivers for communication with 
the ‘‘rear lines’’ dring the attacks. 

As part of the Naval Militia’s pro- 
gTam an illuminating illustration will 
be given of how the radio is displac- 
ing the flags and signal lights as a 
means of transmitting messages at 
sea, Miniature battleships will en- 
gage in combat, with orders sent 
through the air to the commanders 





and reports of the progress of bat- 
tle made by the same means. 

No exhibition of such magnitude 
as the military tournament could 
be complete without a broadcast 
through one of the many New York 
stations, particularly in view of the 
fact that Governor Alfred E. Smith 
is to open the show on Monday night, 
Oct. 17. And on the next night 
Mayor James J. Walker is to be the 
guest of honor, with Major Gen. 
Haskell, commander of the National 
Guard; Admiral Louis M. Joseph- 
thal, commander of the Naval Mili- 
tia; General McRae, commander of 
the Second Army Corps: Area; Ad- 
miral Plunkett, of the navy; Colonel 
Spafford, recently elected head of 
the American Legion, and others to 
follow on succeeding nights. 

The addresses of all are to be sent 
over the air, as will be a description 
not only of the progress of the mimic 
warfare, but also of the track and 
field events, in which champions of 
the National.Guard and the Naval 
Militia will participate each evening. 
The big athletic broadcast of the 
week is expected on Saturday after- 
noon, Oct. 22, when teams from uni- 
versities and colleges in the Greater 
New York area will appear in-a spe- 
cial intercollegiate relay race. 





LICENSE RENEWALS 
DUE ON OCT..14 
Again each and every broadcasting 
station will have to come under the 
scrutiny of the Federal Radio Com- 
mission when on Friday, Oct. 14, all 
the temporary licenses will have to 
be renewed. In the present 'tem- 
porary set-up the licenses are only 
granted for a sixty-day period: As 
usual there are many rumors afloat 
that this or that station may not 
have its license renewed for being off 
its assigned wave-length ‘or. some 
other reason. 
At the time of the last renewal; in 


August, it was said that about 50 per 


cent. of the stations of the country 
were not toeing the mark. If stations 


have not made an effort to rectify 
this'cOndition, it is again predicted 
there m a be licenses revoked. About 
twenty stations died a natural death 
at <r ep a ge pa it is safe to 
say that at leas at many may turn 
up their toes this time. 4

I 
was fined $50 for-not: sliding’ into 
second basé during a’ game wit’, the 
Giants. I did go into the base stand- 
ing up, and that, in my judgment, 
was the propér thing to do, for thesre 
was an opportunity for a double 
play at first and second, and by 
standing up I could interfere with 
the throw to first and save one out. 


Denies Giving Out Story. 


“However, Travis Jackson dropped 
the bail. I overran second and was 
out. Still, there was no double play. 
Then I was fined and the newspapers 
got hold of the story of my being 
fined. Bush -said I gave out, the 
story. I had no reason to. give it 
out, and I didn’t. Still, I saw no 
reason why it shouldn’t have been 
given out, as was the case with other 
fines. This led to the belief that I 
was balking, but it:-was. based on the 
cp idea that I had given out the 
stery. 

“Shortly afterward Bush coached 
me far off third in a game. I pro- 
tested that. it was dangerous, but 
obeyed. The ball was snapped to 
third and I was caught. Then Bush 
berated me for being caught. I said 





T was willing to take blame for my 
own lanses, which every player was.

“After the fine was imposed, I 
went to Bush and asked him if I had 
done anything wrong to let me Know;

Albert (Whitey) Michelsen, hailed 
in’ his home town as Stamford’s best 
plumber and America’s leading dis- 
tance runner, won the Port Chester 
Marathon again yesterday. It was 
his second victory in the three run- 
nings of the event, In a field that 
inéluded most of the best distance 
runners in the United States and 
Canada, Michelsen won by a mile. 
Hig time was 2:31:11. 

More than six minutes behind was 
rank Ward Jr., who tired of read- 
ing about Finnish victories in dis- 
‘tance events and started out only last 
April to show what a native son 
could do. Francis O’Donnell, a 

lanted Canadian, from Mays 

Landing, N. J., was third and Clar- 

ence De Mar, perennial winner of the 

Marathon, was next. Fifth 

pace went to Harvey Frick of New 
ork 


Michélsen represented Port Ches- 
ter, O’Donnell the Shanahan Cath- 
olic Club of Philadelphia, De Mar 
the Melrose Post American Legion 
and Ward and Frick the Millrose 
A. A. of New York. Mel Sheppard, 
the old Olympic star, coaches the 
latter club.and his team captured the 
team trophy. 

From Columbus Circle, New York, 
to ‘Whitey’s home town on the Con- 
necticut border, citizens of New York 
and residents of the exclusive shore 
towns to the estimated number of 
250,000 watched the field of 159 run- 
nérs compete in one of the best mara- 
thons of the year. 


Delivery Wagon Keeps Pace. 


Rattling and roaring alongside 
Michelsen for all of this distance 


was a battered Ford delivery wagon 
Syne Whitey’s boss, Frank Daley, 
his fellow-pipe players and the office 
boy. The whole shop turned out. In 
the back of the wagon a soldering kit 
clattered around. in 

They urged Michelsen on, fed him 
tea, oranges and lemons and con- 
stantly reminded him that he was 
one of America’s Olympic hofies. 
Whitey responded by turning a mara- 
thon ume that is faster than the 
Olympic marathon record of 2:32:35 
“8 set in 1920 by Hannes Kohle- 
meinen. It is also faster than the 
Américan track record of 2:48:23 45, 
made by Michelsen in 1923. It is not as 
fast as Michelsen’s time of 2:29:01 4-5, 
when he first won the Port Chester 
event in 1925. Whitey was seconi 
last year when De Mar won in 
2:38:30 3-5. 

Considering that Michelsen ran 
alone for the last fifteen miles of the 
race with nothing to draw him out 
race with nothing to draw him out ex- 
cept the Ford makes his performance 
Boston Post Road, the spectacle of 
two State ;troopers in an automobile, 
two motorcycle policemen, Michelsen 
and the battered Ford made a pic- 
ture that drew constant applause 
from those. standing along the walks 
and waiting in automobiles. 

When Michelsen trotted into Lib- 
erty Square in Port Chester into a 
reg ap of cheering thousands he 
was encircled with a great floral 
piece and hoisted on the shoulders 
of his admirers. Blanket swathed, he 
was carried to a nearby gymnasium 
and after a shower was out fresh as 
a sy to report that the victory 
was approximately his twentieth 
over the full marathon distance.

In additions to marathons, he has 
won numerous middle distance races. 
This Summer, Michelsen three times 
invaded Nova Scotia, winning once 
and finishing second twice. Last 


May Was second in the Long 
Beach marathon, and a little earlier 
im the season he was second in the 
Baltimore marathon and fourth in 
the Buffalo race. Michelsen won the 
Bronx to City Hall marathon a few 
months ago,

SOME OVERTAXED AREAS 


Applications for Assessment Reduc- 
tions Must Be Made by Nov. 
15 to Tax Board. 


Every borough in New’ York City 
shows a substantial increase in the 
assessed value of real estate for 1928 
taxation over the 1927 valuations, as 
-recently announced by President 
Henry M. Goldfogle, President of bat 


Department of Taxes and Assess- 
ments. Real pe wend — — Se 
city, exclusive of r estate .o - 
Sbentions, aggregates $15,466,183,075, 
an increase over the preceding year 
of $1,430,217,110. This is about - 
000,000 less than the valuation in- 
crease made for 1927 taxation over 
1926. 

Including the realty of corpora- 
tions, Manhattan’s increase -repre- 
sents $705,776,490, and Brook: ye 
chiefly owing to the extensive build- 
ing operations in that borough, was 
a@ close second with an- advance of 
$658,924,335.. The increase in the 
Bronx gregated $445,796,380; ‘.in 
Queens, $224, ,270, and in Staten 
Island, $47,458,310. 

In commenting yesterday on_the 
1928 assessment figures, la Dar- 
win Hisler, an attorney who has spe- 
cialized in realty tax questions in 
New York City for many years, said: 
_ “& study of the new valuations and 
of President Goldfogle’s interesting 
comments shows that, roughly speak- 
ing, there has been an increase of 10 
per cent. over last year’s réalt valu- 
ations. This is partly accounted for 
by some 35,000 new buildings, the 
aggregate. valuations of which are, 
however, not at this time available. 
The balance of the increase of prac- 
tically one and one-half billions con- 
sists | Aarti of increased land values, 

far the: largest proportion .of 
which seem centred in the mid-town 
Times Square-Grand Central section. 

“In many instances the Tax De- 
partment has failed to take into ac- 
count old buildings, which can no 
longer compete. with newer ones. 
This is particularly true of apart- 
ment houses and hotels and to some 
extent of business buildings. 

“There are certain sections which, 

enerally speaking, are bearing a 
doce rtionate share of taxation in 
that they are assessed either above 
their actual selling value or closer to 
it than similar, properties in the mid- 
town sections which, bei more 
modern, naturally lure tenants away 
from the older downtown buildings, 
“which thus have the double misfor- 
tune of lower rent collections accom- 
panied by higher assessments. Much 
of the property between Madison 
Square an Union Square from 
Fourth to Seventh Avenues is in this 
catagory; likewise proessty in the 
old wholesale district between Canal 
‘Street and Astor Place. 

“The Tax Commissioners, as well 
‘as their deputies, however, are sel- 
dom governed by pride of previous 
opinion and will doubtlessly give con- 
sideration to arguments for reduction 
which may be advanced at the com- 
ing hearings. Particularly encour- 
aging is President Goldfogie’s nope 
ful statement that what he aptly 
terms the tangled “yg of legislative 
patch work, which now constitutes 
our Tax law, will receive the care- 
ful consideration of the Mayor’s 
Committee on City Planning and 
Survey, of which President Goldfogle 
is a member. 

“Property owners, who feel them- 

selves injured or unjustly dealt with, 
have until Nov. 15 to file appropri- 
ately framed objections not only as 
to absolute overvaluations, but as to 
disproportionate assessments. 
cially where owners expect to hold 
roperty for a period, substantial 
osses by way of payment of exces- 
sive taxes can be avoided by care 
and proper procedure at this time. 

sy hi property owners should take 
the precaution of learning at what 
figure their properties ‘are assessed, 
as that is the basis on which the 
will pay taxes during the year 1928. 
The books of the Tax Department in 
the municipal buildings of the sev- 
eral boroughs are open to public in- 
spection, and, if valuations of real 
property are believed to be excessive, 
unequal or illegal, application in 
writing duly verified and carefully 

repared, exactly setting forth the 
ae grounds of objection, may be 
ed.

Ancient Four-Story Brick House 


at the Head of Macdougal Street, 


Where Thomas Bailey Aldrich Lived, Is Being Modernized 
—In a Historic Neighborhood. 


Overlooking the Gonfarone Hotel, 
Washington Square’s most famous 
hostelry, at the head of Macdougal 
Street and with almost a clear vision 
down that old thoroughfare which 
bears the name of an eminent Revo- 
lutionary officer is an ancient four- 
story ‘brick house which has made & 
worthy contribution to the literary 
and artistic history of the Washing- 
ton Square and upper Greenwich Vil- 
lage‘areas. The house is’ known as 
33 West Eighth Street, but. old Néew 
Yorkers may recall it as.105 Clinton 
Place, which was the more distinc- 
tive name’ given. to Highth Street 
from: University. Place to Sixth Ave- 
nue when those blocks vied in ‘the 
elegance of their homes with Wash- 
ington.

The old house, having recently ac- 
) Sager @ new owner, is now havi 
i shabby genteel appearance o 
many years brightened up in confor- 
mity with ‘the renovating process in 
the entire block between Fifth and 
Sixth Avenues. These improvements 
have within the last two years 
brought into the block several gift, 
antique, book and other uptodate 
shops, ying higher rentals than 
ever before and adding a touch of 
prosperous - business activity. to the 
neighborhood. The building has just 
been purchased by Edward F. Bres- 
kin, who owns the house quite simi- 
lar in pen at 27 West Eighth 
Street. nm the transaction Louise 
B. Field acted as the broker. 

The sale of the 33 West Eighth 
Street house was made by the Doug- 
las Taylor estate and it marks ‘the 
first change in ownership in nearly 
sixty years.

| FROM REALTY FRAUD 


D. W. Blumenthal Is Organizing 
Against Companies With 
Insurance Feature. 


In order to protect real estate in- 
vestors from possible fraudulent 
practices, the National Realty Pur- 
chasers’ Protective Committee is now 
in process of organization under the 
leadership of Daniel W. Blumenthal 
of the law firm of Maurice B. and 
Daniel W. Blumenthal. 

Discussing the reason for the or- 
ganization, Mr. Blumenthal said yes- 
terday: 

“In violation of the New York 
State Insurance law some of the so- 
called real estate development com- 
panies doing business in New York, 


and for that matter in every State, 


have sold hundreds of thousands: of 
dollars’ worth of unimproved real 
estate by representing that in case 
of death of the purchaser while the 
agreement is in force, and before the 
premises are paid for, the company 
shall pay an amount equal to the net 
sum of all instalments actually re- 
ceived on account, less expense of 
sale, with interest at 4 per cent., to 
the heirs or to the exetutor of the 
purchaser. 


Other Provisions. — 


“Tt is also provided that the com- 
pany may convey the premises to the 
heirs, provided the purchaser has 
purchased direct from the company 
and not through assignment from 
any previous purchaser and has not 
assigned his contract and is not over 


eath 
warrants that he is in good 
health at the time of the purchase, 
and that payments on the lots have 
been made promptly when due; that 
satisfactory proof of death of said 
purchaser shall be furtiished within 
thirty days thereafter; that said pur- 
chaser shall not have come to his 
death by his own hands, sane or in- 
sane. Upon the receipt of money or 
deed from the company the contract 
must be surrendered and ¢anéeled. 
“These contracts are void because 
these development companies con- 
duct a general insurance business 
without. first complying. with the in- 
surance laws of the te.

Board of Governors Reviews Cases 
Submitted by Ethics and 
‘' Commissions Committee. 


In trying to standardize its ethical 
practice and to interpret involved 
questions on commissions, the Real 


Estate Board of New York recently |

PEAS SCARCE AND HIGHER 


California. Tomatoes Are Coming In 
—Hudson Valley Sending 
Concord Grapes. 


Exceedingly low prices'in § cauli- 
flower and string beans featured the 
local produce markets last week; ac- 
cording to the report of Dr. Arthur 
E. Albrecht, director of the New 
York office of the State Department 
of Agriculture and .Markets. Dr. 
Albrecht says that the supply of 
cauliflowers and string beans was so 
large that for sevemal days they 
hovered. at transportation.charges. 

Dr. Albrecht’s report follows: 

‘Undoubtedly the peak of Long 
Island’s' early crop of cauliflower 
was reached this past week. A large 
volume of the supply: sold at from 25 
to 75 cents per crate of about 12 
heads. At retail, prices ranged from 
10 to 25 cents per head. 

‘‘Many thousand hampers of string 
beans arrived from Virginia in addi- 
tion to plentiful supplies from’ New 
Jersey. Low prices prevailed during 
the: week, with. most of the business 


tranacted at 50 cents to $1.25 per 
hamper of 32 and 40 quarts. Retail 
prices ranged from 10 to 15 cents per 
pound. 

“The appearance of chestnuts evi- 
denced the Fall season.. The chest- 
nuts came from Maryland and Vir- 
gin and sai ees wom at $15 to $18 per 

ushel of 60 pounds for the very 
best stock. 


-Price of Peas Upward..: - 


“As a result of the light supply of 
pease the price trend was upward at 
the close of the week. The bulk of 
the supply is coming from California. 
Prices ranged from 15‘ to 20 cents 
per pound at. the close of the week. 

“California is beginning to supply 
the market with tomatoés, and within 
the next few weeks will be the chief 
source of supply. New York and 
New Jersey are still supplying the 
bulk of thearrivals. 

“Such vegetables as eabbage, car- 
rots, celery, egg plants, green. pep- 
pers were in liberal supply, and price 
changes were small. 

“Lettuce prices steadily deslined 
during the week. The supply was in 
excess of trade requirements and as 
a result the market was entirely in 
the buyer’s favor. 

“‘Concord grapes are arriving in 
plentiful supply from the Hudson 
Vailey section. 

“Colorado exclusively supplied the 
market with ome ig of both 
pink and salmon tints ices ranged 
widely on account of the condition.

“The cranberry supply is incr=as- 
ing from Massachusetts. The quality 
is excelig@nt and the demand slow. 
Retail prices are from 20 to 25 carts

“Sweet potatoes contirve very tow 
at whotesale, seliing a. about 1 2-+rt 
per pound. White po*atues are selling 
whclesale at 2 cents. Last week 190 
car3 of sweet potatoes rere received 
and 400 cars of white pctc toes. 

‘“‘There was an excessive supply of 
live. poultry, mostly leghorn fowls 
on the wholesale markets during the 
entire week. Trading was not active 
to clear stocks daily, and values de- 
qdined. 

‘‘Dressed poultry was in moderate 
recexpt, selling slowly on a stea‘ly 
market.”’
